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T he response or the universities to 
the Swinnerton - Dyer document, 
"Development of a strategy for 
Higher Education Into the 1990s" is of 
the greatest importance not only to the 
universities themselves but also, 
obviously, to the schools. As everyone 
knows, the document amounts to a 
demand for more “good” science stu- 
dents and a proportional cut -down on 
the arts ana social sciences. 

Marlin Milligan recently wrote 
cogently and modestly about a collec- 
tive response from some of the univer- 
sities {TES April 13). It was modest 
because the action started in Leeds, 
where he is dean of the faculty of arts, 
and Sir Edward Parkcs is the new 
vice-chancellor, and Swinnerton- 
Dyer’s predecessor at the UGC. 

There is growing evidence for what 
was, in any case, pretty well estab- 
lished rumour that Sir Peter Swinner- 
tan-Dyer (or Spin-Dryer, as he is 
familiarly known), though a willing 
horse, and eager to take on any task on 
offer, and enough a distinguished 
mathematician, has a strong clement 
of Philistine blood in his veins. Of 
course, I mean professionally. It may 
well be that in private life. Sir Peter 
revels in opera, reads poetry aloud to 


his wife, plays the viola da gamba and 
collects water colours. But these 
tastes seem to have no relevance to his 

f iublic views. In this respect, he differs 
rom bis predecessor. 

It was Sir Peter who cast such doubt 
on the value of SSRC-funded research 
that, for a time, it looked as if the 
Council might be abolished altogether. 
In the event, the Council was vindi- 
cated, and Sir Keith was content with a 
mere change of name to something 
now totally misleading. But at that 
lime it became dear Sir Peter didn't 
know very much about the social 
sciences; and cspedally that he 
couldn't see why people undertaking 
research in these fields had to work so 
much by themselves, not in teams, like 
proper scientists. If he complained 
about the social sciences on these 
grounds, the arts would have seemed 
to him even more unprofessional and 
self-indulgent. 

We must not underestimate the 
effect that someone out have who, 
while professionally despising the arts, 
occupies a position or considerable 
power in the world of education. That 
(he nature of this power has changed 
makes things worse. The l/GC used to 
be thought of as a go-between, de- 
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signed to prevent Government from 
exercising too much power over the 
universities - it being recognized that 
all Governments might find this a 
temptation. Now, however, in the 
"Development" document Sir P. asks 
universities to say “how, and how fast" 


technological, scientific, and engineer- 
ing courses and towards other voca- 
tionally relevant forms of study” which 
the Secretary of State is “anxious to 
see”. No such request ought ever to 
have come from the UGC. Nor would 
it ever have been made, I fancy, until 
now. 

But it Is not profitable to bemoan the 
politicization of the UGC, nor the 
diminished autonomy of the universi- 
ties. It is time to think about the 
education system as a whole, which is, 
after all, necessarily heavily dependent 
on Government funding. The question 
to be raised is precisely that rnised by 
Martin Milligan and by those universi- 
ties who sent in their collaborative 
response to the document. Is the 
demand for relevance, ten years ago 
the hall-mark of the lunatic left among 
students, to become n demand to be 
heeded by universities and by schools? 

1 have said it before, but I will 
unashamedly say it again: it is essential 
that schools, universities and other 
institutions of higher education should 
work together to resist the present 
trend towards channelling more and 
more able students into technology. Of 
course, those students who want to

Six 
members of the party's key teacher 
advisory panel have been ousted and 
one of them, Ian Gunn, the former 
head of Stoke Newington primary 
school in London who has been on the 
panel since 1948, has also been re- 
moved from the editorship of the CP's 
paper Education Today and Tomor- 
row which he has run for 27 yeare. (He ' 
has wasted no time in starting a new 
paper Education for Tomorrow. Both 
papers, looking remarkably similar, 
were on. sale at conference). 

That, in simple terms, is what has 
happened. But does the CP operate in 
simple terms? Nyet. Mr Gunn heard 
through the grapevine that his services 
were no longer required, and as a nod 


is as good as a wink in the party, he has 
not even needed to verify the situation, 
and has received no verbal or written 
communication officially informing 
him of his exile. 

Those who know, about these things 
say that the dispute tearing through tne 
CP is between the new Euro Commun- 
ist leadership apd the old-style pro- 
Soviet element. 

“1 do have the oid-fashioned class 
approach” Mr Gunn readily admits, 
“and also an International class 
approach. Pro-Soviet is a fair descrip- 
tion". 

Former NUT president Max Morris, 
who Tounded Education Today and 
Tomorrow in the 1940s, tells me that 
this is “the dead hand of bureaucracy 
acting against those members who 
have done more to build the influence 
of the CP in education than anyone 
else. They have been treated, dis- 
gracefully''.

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Pay strikes 
could 
go on until 

autumn

Britain's two biggest teachers' unions 
arc prepared to take industrial action 
well into the autumn term in a bid to 

S crsuadc employers to increase their 
.5 per cent bay offer. 

Leaders or the National Union of 
Teachers, whose one-day national 
strike on Wednesday closed thousands 
of schools, meet to Jay to consider the 
results or a ballot on the possibility of 
extended strike action. Further strikes 
arc expected to be called in about two 
weeks' time. 

Meetings up and down the country 
on Wednesday showed that a massive 
majority of NUT members were in 
favour of balloting on further extended 
strike action. In Newcastle, only 26out 
of 3,000 teachers voted against it, in 
Reading only two out of 1,000 teachers 
voted against it. 

Meanwhile Mrs Thatcher told the 
Commons that children could be dam- 
aged for life by the teachers' industrial 
action. The Prime Minister said during 
Question Time on Tuesday: "I think U 
is quite wrong for teachers to take 
action that harms the education of 
their pupils. It could damage them for 
life and 1 am glad that many teachers 
would not dream of going on strike or 
refusing to carry out their duties in that 
way.” . 

Mi' Doug McAvoy, NUT acting 
general' secretary, said there was no 
need for the unio n to “stampede into

disruptive action” since its ban on 
lunchtime supervision and refusal to 
cover for absent colleagues was 
already biting. He added: "Action will 
continue for the rest of this term and 
into next term - If necessary.” 

The NUT had withdrawn £750,000 
of its strike fund - which had been 
invested - to meet the day-to-day costs 
of paying striking teachers their wages. 

ft l’ve no doubt action will build up 
steadily and we will move toward 
selective strike action in chosen areas- 
perhaps rolling from one group of 
schools to another or rolling from one 
area to another." 

Mr Nigel de Gruchy, deputy general 
secretary of the National Association 
of Schoolmasters/Union of Women 
Teachers, said: "We 're digging in fora 
long battle. We don’t believe we will 
change the employers’ minds - espe- 
cially the Association of County Coun- 
cils’ - overnight. But we’re deter- 
mined". 

Meanwhile, it became clear ti)is . 
week that examination candidates are 
likely to face disruption as a result of 
the action already being taken in the 
classroom. 

Mr McAvoy also gave a warning that 
if the employers took a hard line the 
union would reserve the right to re- 
move safeguards covering pupils tak- 
ing examinations. 

Despite the build-up of Industrial 
■action the employers weie repeating 
that they could not ; afford any more 
than 4.5 per cent - but indicating they 
were prepared to discuss the distribu- 
tion of that sum.'

A chance 
for esteem 
at 17-plus 

A few weeks ago in The TES, Max 
Morris pointed out the apparent con- 
trast between Sir Keith Joseph’s pain- 
staking approach to the 16-plus and his 
more casual attitude to the 17-plus, the 
Certificate of Pre Vocational Educa- 
tion. 

This week there was a further indica- 
tion of the position the CPVE occupies 
in the Secretary of State’s priorities. At 
the press conference called to launch 
the consultative document outlining 
the way the CPVE is to be developed, 
Sir Keith confessed he had not yet read 
the 60-page booklet and when asked 
questions was reduced to reading from 
the brief prepared by officials. (School 
to Work, page 14). 

For the Education Secretary, who 
has in the past adopted apparently 
earnest postures over the need to 
incorporate more practical, technical 
and vocational competencies in educa- 
tion at every stage, this was in unfor- 
tunate contrast to his animated per- 
formance the week before when he 
officiated at the launch of another new 
sixth-form qualification apparently 
closer to his heart, the severely 
academic AS.Ievels. 

Three years ago the Further Educa- 
tion Unit warned of the dangers of 
recreating the tripartite education sys- 
tem at this level: “There is the danger 
that vocational preparation will come 
to be regarded as the tertiary modem 
sector of education and training - 
lacking in esteem , facilities and curren- 
cy." The Joint Board responsible for 
the consultative document hopes the 
CPVE will have sufficient esteem, and 
facilities to attract 100,000 entrants si 
year. 

The hope is that the vocational focus 
of the new 17-plus and the activity- 
based learning-by-doing courses will

Mis-reading 
the omens 


Whore did the Burnham Management 
Panel go wrong? By the obtusely 
maladroit presentation of a compre- 
hensible case by aif inexperienced 
leader?

The underlying reasons for the pre- 
sent stalemate lie In two mistakes the 
Ln.a.s and Government mode from the 
very outset.

Provision is to be made to enable the

, second, and I do not believe that any of 
US would knowingly do so.

In practice, this did not add up to n 
very extensive list of district councils 
switching control, but the modest 
swing did suggest an electorate more 
explicitly dissatisfied with Govern- 
ment performance on local issues. 

Dominant among these issues, of 
course, is the inexorable shift of emph- 
asis towards central control of local 
authority performance, both by finan- 
cial means and now by legislation.

So inevitably did rate-capping, 
which will without a doubt have a 
serious impact on education spending 
in many more local education author- 
ities than those singled out for special 
treatment. The Education Secretary 
may care to couple last week's local 
vote with the results of The Obsewer's 
latest opinion poll finding, which had 
the Government’s performance on 
education policy jostling for bottom 
place with health service policy. 

No details were provided of the 
reasons for this dissatisfaction, but it 
would be hard to discount the effects 
' on parents of the constant battering of 
cuts in the schools - affecting books, 
teacher numbers, school dinners, pro- 
vision for music and swimming, and 
teachers’ pay. On this last item, it is 
significant that there still seems to be a 
groundswell of parental support for 
the teachers’ case, in spite of the 
disruption of industrial action. 

And on school dinners, support for 
the Birmingham dinner ladles still 
threatened with cuts in spite of their 
rerent High Court victory has ovon 
been quoted as one of the decisive 
factors in the Conservative defeat. The 
Birmingham Tories went to the electo- 
rate on their good housekeeping re- 
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“Dear Sir, I wish to Inform you that 
Richard will be leaving school at Eas- 
ter, but he will be coming back for 
lessons and exams”.

Three years into his chairmanship he 
survived an attempted putsch on the 
council. Today his position is assured. 
Mr Merridale describes himself us a 
Conservative moderate. 

But political opponents, not surpri- 
singly, see him as a rather distant 
figure, noted for his obstinancy and 
intransigence. “He’s a very hard man 
under a rather bland exterior", said 
one. 

Hampshire is a shire county unriven 
by educational strife. A switch to 
comprehensive education went 
smoothly. But while the l.e.a has 
pursued a doggedly middle-of-the- 
road policy, it has not been bereft of 
innovation. 

It was one of the first counties to 
introduce sixth-form colleges, and Mr 
Merridale helped to oversea a prog- 
ramme of successful community 
school. 

.There have been few long-running 
disputes with teachers. A run-in over 
extended Christmas holidays to save 
fuel remains unresolved, but teacher 
redeployment and early retirement 
agreements were achieved without 
bloodletting. 

Mr Merridale himself is particularly 
proud of Hampshire’s' joint consulta- 
tive committees intended to promote 
harmonious staff relations- an opinion 
not shared by teacher representatives. 

He believes in the virtues of gradual 
change. “There’s a difference between 
giving a lead, and saying there’s some- 
one in County Hall who knows best. 
An authority can be convinced on 
excellent grounds that a change is 
necessary, but ityjhe^processoi 
t‘r Important.”

Indusirial action by teachers over their 
pay claim led to thousands of children 
missing lessons or being sent out of 
school at lunchtime, even before 
Wednesday’s one-day strike by mem- 
bers of the National Union of 
Teachers. 

The ban on lunchtime supervision 
by all three of the biggest teacher 
unions - the NUT, the National Asso- 
ciation of Schoolmasters/Uninn of 
Women Teachers, the Assistant Mas- 
ters' and Mistresses' Association - has 
meant that many schools in rural parts 
of the country have heen forced to shut 
down at lunctliinie because it has been 
impossible to arrange transport to 
“bus" children to und from school 
twice a day. 

In addition, schools in several parts 
of the country - including Inner Lon- 
don and East Sussex - have switched to 
operating a "Continental-style" dny 
with a prolonged morning session 
after which children are sent home for 
the day. 

An increasing number of children 
are also being sent home from lessons 
as a result of a ban on covering for 
absent colleagues by both the NUT 
and the NAS/UWT. The AMMA is 
also balloting its members on whether 
they would Be prepared to introduce 
this sanction. 

This action prompted moves by two 
authorities - Cambridgesliire and 
Cumbria - to threaten to dock the pay 
of teachers who refused to step in for 
absent colleagues. 

After negotiations with teachers’ 
leaders, Cumbria withdrew its threat 
but Cambridgeshire has told its head- 
teachers to supply the authority with 
the names of teachers who refuse to 
comply with a “reasonable request” to 
cover, 

A spokesman for the authority stres- 
sed that its action did not include 
teachers refusing to cover for col- 
leagues who were on strike. “We are 
not asking them to strike-break - 
merely to provide cover in the normal 
way,” he said. 

Mr David Hart, general secretary of 
the National Association of Head 
Teachers, said that his members had

He said it talked about the 
background to the dispute and the 
industrial action, although he acknow- 
ledged it “expressed some surprise” 
that the teachers had not been able to 
settle for 4.5 per cent. 

Both the major teachers’ , unions 
reported that their industrial action 
had met with an “overwhelming" re- 


sponse. The NUT said its action had 
led to 50 schools in Wakefield closing 
at lunchtime and 30 schools being 
affected in Bradford. 

The NAS/UWT has spread the dis- 
pute to Northern Ireland- where pay 
talks are following a line similar to 
those in the Burnham committee, 
which negotiates on behalf of teachers 
in England and Wales. 

In addition, teachers belonging to 
the NAS/UWT in two schools in East 
Sussex - where the Government’s new 
Technical and Vocational Educational 
Initiative is due to be introduced in 
September - have decided to boycott a 
scries of meetings connected with its 
introduction. 

All six of the teacher unions - NUT, 
AMMA, NAS/UWT, NAHT, the 
Secondary Heads' Association and the 
Professional Association - have been 
unanimous in rejecting the authorities’ 
4.5 per cent pay offer and requesting 
arbitration. 

_ Both the headteachers' organiza- 
tions have told their members to do 
nothing to undermine the effectiveness 
of the teachers’ action. 

In addition, Mr McAvoy said that 
few of the country's 28,000 schools 
remained unaffected by his union's 
one-day strike call on Wednesday - 
and predicted further extended stoke- 
action in about a fortnight’s time in 
selected areas of the country.

Doug McAvoy, deputy general secretary of the NUT, responds to a recent Platform article in 
which Christopher Price asserted that the union’s influence had disintegrated in recent years 


espUe the belief of some MPs 
to the contrary, the House of 
Commons is not the best place 
from which to keep in touch 
with what is happening in the world. 
Ex-members, at least initially, can 
have ati even harder time coming to 
grips with reality. Their lives have 
been disrupted by electoral rejection - 
they have lost the appearance of 
having power and are forced to search 
for a new role. If they find one linked 
to their special area of concern they 
cast around for a scapegoat on whom 
to blame the ills affecting that particu- 
lar interest. Most vulnerable in such 
circumstances seem to be their allies, 
their friends of former more glorious 
days. 

Chris Price’s recent article on the 
National Union of Teachers (“The 
wounded carthorse”, TES, April 20) is 
a case in point. As a long-standing 
friend of the education service, he was 
forced to become somewhat distanced! 
from It in his elevated position as 
Chairman of the Education Select 
Committee in die lost Parliament. The 
reports of the Committee demons- 
trated the balancing act he was having 
to do as a minority party chairman. To 
carry Conservative members with him 
and keep the respect of his own party 
he had to bead and flex. He could not 
insist that facts overrode politics or 
that the interests of the education 
service rather than the pragmatism of 
politics should be paramount. 

He now seems to find it necessary to 
select or interpret his evidence to fit his 
decision. A decision determined in 
advance of any evidence being analy- 
sed. Chris Price seems to expect the 
NUT to have the power and Influence 
that no trade union or professional 
association in the world has. Having 
discovered it is not omnipotent, he 
criticizes the NUT for not filling the 
unrealistic role which be has set tor it. 
That criticism and blame which he 
attributes to the NUT is invalid. « 

Ever since education became a party 
political Issue in the mid-1960s, the 
partnership which had sustained the 
service was threatened. The powerful 
position of the education lobby at local 
level was questioned, as was the 
national vehicle for education express- 
ion. That national vehicle, the Asso- 
ciation of Education Committees, 
crossed party political boundaries and 

E rovided a very strong education' lob- 
v. It was an obvious partner for the 
NUT and the two bodies, as allies, 
were able to protect and develop the

education service without being com- 
promised or constrained by party poli- 
tical differences. 

When local government was reorga- 
nized in 1973-4 both Labour and 
Conservative politicians at national 
and local level decided to use that 
reorganization as a meaiistof limiting 
the impact of the education lobby. At 
national level this meant the death of 
the AEC and, therefore, the removal 
of the one body speaking for education 
on behalf of local government. Its 
replacement, the Council of Local 
lucation Authorities, was not in- 
tended as more than a cosmetic ges- 
ture. Education was to be an issue for 
the metropolitan and (he county coun- 
cil associations and, therefore, under 
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party political control. How can the 
NUT be blamed for the death of the 
AEC? It was partly the strong part- 
nership of the two organizations that 
had created the opposition. Faced with 
that “cross party* decision it is im- 
possible to see now the NUT could 
nave protected the AEC. 

The NUT was, however, powerful 
enough at that time to protect the 
structure at local level. Its Influence 
ensured the continued statutory re- 
quirement for a chief education offic- 
er, an education committee and the 
representation of teachers on those 
committees. The Impact of that success 
Is not felt centrally, It Is felt locally and 
its importance continues. 

The fact is clearly evident in the 
recent success of the union in prevent- 
ing the reintroduction of selection for 
secondary education. Despite the shift 
to the centre of control of education 
which this Government is determined 
on, such decisions are still taken 
locally. Sir Keith Joseph may want to 
reintroduce selection, but the union, 
through its strength locally, has pre- 
vented a reversion to an outmoded and 
divisive system of education. 

Successes such as this are not built 
on disunity in the profession. For many 
years the union has Btrived for unity 
among teachers and their associations 
despite any8UMestlon to the contrary. 
Only the NUT has declared a commit- 
ment to professional unity and a 
willingness and desire to seek to estab- 
lish such a united profession. But the 
reality of the existence of other orga- 
nizations and their own Internal prob- 
lems cannot be ignored. Again it is 
difficult to see what more trie union 
could have done and totally unjustified 
to criticize the. union for the lack of 
unity that may prevail. 



Destruction of the Schools Council 
Mr Price blames on that disunity, but 
he is wrong. It was killed off because, 
being representative of working 
teachers through their professional 
associations it persistently embarras- 
sed the Government. It could not be 
relied on to toe the Government line 
yet it had an “official" status. Sir Keith 
could not tolerate such Insurrection, 
instead he has now set up two bodies in 
the hope they will do Ins bidding. He 
expects obedience because they nrc 
handpicked for the job. If the indi- 
viduals do not keep in line they can be 
Tcmoved. Dissent will not be permit- 
ted under this new central control. 

That determination to be indepen- 
dent which led to the demise of the 
Schools Council could also bring about 
the destruction of the Assessment of 
Performance Unit. It too has resisted 
Government dictate and stuck by what 
it believes to be right for the future 
development of education. 

If the numbers game - the fight to 
ensure majority representation gener- 
ally for teachers and particularly for 
the majority professional association 
of teachers - bad any part in the death 
of the Schools Council, then so be it.

Education chiefs in several key local 
authorities were this week contemplat- 
ing a change in direction, following 
Labour gains in last week’s local 
elections.

Labour's takeover in Birmingham 
has unseated one of the hawks on the 
Association of Metropolitan Author- 
ity's education committee, former 
Birmingham chairman Councillor 
Brian Meadows.

In Dudley, a new Labour adminis- 
tration promised “a change of emph- 
asis” on education after seven years of 
Conservative control. Dudley is Bri- 
tain’s lowest-spending l.e.a. and both 
cuts and the council's enthusiastic 
pursuit of privatization have been keen 
issues there. 

The election left the council deeply 
split, with 36 Labour scats, 35 Tory 
and one SDP. Labour is confident that 
it has a working majority, if necessaiy 
on the chairman’s casting vote. A 
Labour mayor Is expected to be 
elected next week. 

The new education chairman, Mr 
David Savage, a teacher at a middle 
school in Sandwell, said Labour would 
try to “raise Dudley from the bottom 
of the league tables" but did not 
forecast dramatic change. 

"We won’t be able to moke any 
sweeping changes because we are 
working within a Conservative budget. 
The main change-will- be one of 
-emphasis,"' fie said.

Under a Conservative administra- 
tion Dudley privatized school cleaning 
and caretakinjt services. The council 
also brought in management consul- 
tants which recommended administra- 
tive cutbacks coupled wiMi big pay rises 
but fixed-term contracts for its chief 
officers. 

While Labour has no immediate 
plans to end privatization of school 
cleaning, an expansion of nursery 
education is under way with proposals 
for two new nursery schools. 

The new administration is also aim- 
ing to renegotiate the contracts given 
to chief officers. Dudley's director of 
education, Mr Ron Westerby, is be- 
lieved to be the only CEO on a 
fixed-term contract and one of Brit- 
ain’s best-paid at £26,250 a year. 

“We arc going to ask the officers to 
tear up the contracts signed with the 
Conservatives - although 1 realize that 
is not an easy thing to ask,” said Mr 
Savage.

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Science and FE get 
in-service grants lxx)st

Government funding for in-service 
training grants has more than doubled. 
For the first time grants will cover 
science teachers in schools and some 
lecturers in colleges of further educa- 
tion. 

Details of the scheme, which were 
published this week, show that the 
value of grants is going up from £6.3m 
to £14m for 1984-85. According to the 
Department of Education and Scien- 
ce, up to 6|000 teachers and lecturers 
are expected to take up places on 
designated courses, compared with 
3,000 last year. 

The scheme aims to encourage 
teachers to take Government- 
approved courses in six subject areas, 
by paying the local authority 90 per cent 
of the cost of employing replacement 
.staff. When Sir Keith Joseph, the 
Education Secretaiy, launched the 
initiative last year he described the cost 
of temporary cover as a major difficul- 
ty for in-service training which he 
wanted to overcome. 

The local authority associations, 
which are traditionally wary of any 
specific funding .- not channelled 
through the rate support grant, are 
understood to be worried by the 
precedent being set by in-service 


training.

Scheme (yTS) are resulting in a con-

Inspectorate 
sets out 
race-bridge 
guidelines

An eight-point guide to good race 
relations in schools is contained in a 
paper by HM Inspectorate which has 
been circulated only to chief education 
officers and colleges and departments 
of education. 

The paper summarizes “modest and 
exploratory" discussions between the 
Inspectorate and officers, teachers and 
advisers in five unnamed local educa- 
tion authorities in the intrer half of 
1983. 

“It is properly tentative and goes no 
further than the state of the art 
allows", say inspectors, and add; 
"Given how little is actually known 
about race relations in schools, as 
opposed to the rhetoric about racism in 
our society, the paper may be helpful 
to the l.e.a.s that look part ana to 
others in continuing or beginning dis- 
cussions about race relations' 1 . 

They say the "good school or educa- 
tion authority'’ should ensure that; 

• incidents of racial discrimination 
arc dealt with openly; 

• graffiti are removed quickly; 

• racist symbols on clothes or badges 
arc forbidden; 

• an explicit statement on race rela- 
tions is made by the school; 

• discussions between staff, including 
non-teaching staff, pupils, governors 
and parcnts Y representatives have Led 
to a "whole school view' 1 ; 

• there are staff, particularly senior 
staFf, from ethnic minorities; 

• careful attention has been given to 
the possibility of bias in curriculum 
content and materials; and 

% the general ethos of the school 
supports the idea of respect for all 
pupils. 

Inspectors found little evidence of 
consistent and successful practice 
aimed nt tackling the race relations 
Issue although it wns generally agreed 
(hat it was important. 

In authorities which have already 
drawn up policy guidelines, advisers 
should work with schools to translate 
policy into practice, identify the most 
successful approaches and disseminate 
Informntion about good practice,

National radio surprise for IBA 


The IBA is to be given its first national 
radio network, Mr Leon Briuan, the 
Home Secretary, announced during 
the Second Reading of the Cable and 
Broadcasting Bill in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday. 

Mr Brittan surprised many people 
by amending the Bill to include two- 
new national radio networks to be set 
up by 1990, one for the IBA, the other 
for tne BBC to allow Radios 1,2,3 and 
4 their own VHF facilities.

The future of twelve colleges of higher 
education Is in doubt this week after a 
warning that their viability is in ques- 
tion. 

The list of 12 colleges was drawn up 
by the chairman’s study group of the 
National Advisory Body as part of its 
investigation of diversified teacher 
training colleges. Each will receive an 
individual letter, same recommending 
mergers, saying that because their 
student numbers are in most cases 
around or below 500 full-time equiva- 


lent, they may not be viable.

Westminister, was encouraged to talk 
to Oxford University and Oxford 
Polyteduiic about possible links. 

Letters are also going from the NAB 
to the local authorities concerned, 
asking for their comments, and to 
validating bodies and the inspectorate 
asking for advice on the quality of 
work done at the colleges. The Council 
for National Academic Awards has 
already said it will not provide such 
advice for the exercise tnis year. 

Mr John Bevan, secretary of the 
NAB, said that the exercise was in- 
t ended to produce changes for imple- 


mentation in 1985/86. "It is an open 
examination which certainly could 
range anywhere from consolidating an 
institution's role by doing something 
positive to looking at mergers or 
closure". 

More than 50 colleges and 
polytechnic departments were in- 
cluded in the review, which has had a 
short but stormy passage and is certain 
to cause further controversy when 
recommendations reach the NAB 
board. Members of the two working 
groups involved both gave warnings in 
March that the exercise was being 
conducted too hastily, and were asked 
to resign if they were not prepared to 
play a full part. 

The NAB’s teacher education group 
was due to be informed of the college 
names and the letters at the same time 
as the letters were sent out. The group 
and the chairman’s study group arc 
due to discuss the responses before 
going to the NAB board and commit- 
tee in July. 

A spokesman for the National Asso- 
ciation of Teachers in Further and 
Higher Education sRid that the way the 
diversified colleges exercise was being 
earned out would bring NAB into 
disrepute. ‘‘NATFHE has consistently 
opposed this exercise this year because 
we have said that these colleges had 
the Secretary of State's «ercisc the 
year before last, the NAB exerdse last 
year; the Advisory Council on the 
Supply and Education of Teachers is to 
make recommendations on numbers 
next year, and the year after that 
there s another major NAB planning 
exercise.”

Local education authorities should 
look at long-term prospects for pupil 
numbers ana not rush to close schools, 
according to a policy paper just pub- 
lished by the Liberal Party. 

The paper. Must Schools Close?, by 
Mr Cnris Bradford of the party's 
education panel, claims that school 
rolls in the year 2000 are likely to have 
climbed back to their present level. It 
says each l.e.a. should draw up a 
“management plnn" that would help 
avoid closures in the short term in 
order to meet rising demand in the 
1990s. 

One element of the plan would be 
more opportunities for 16-plus NUPE believes scl 
teaching and increased day-time use of breakfast* and afl 
schools by the local community. tlon to lunches. 

The paper recognizes that closures

But it says decisions must be taken

Privatization drive ‘slowing down’

The drive by Conservative-controlled 
local education authorities towards 
placing parts of the education service 
in the hands of private contractors is 
slowing down, says the union whose 
members arc in the forefront of the 
battle against such schemes. 

In its annual report, the National 
Union of Public Employees - which 
represents school meals staff, cleaners 
and caretakers - says there are now 
seven l.e.a.s which have put their 
cleaning services in the hands of pri- 
vate contractors. 

But the union - whose annual con- 
ference begins in Bournemouth this 
weekend - says there has been "a 
distinct slowing down in the move 
away from direct labour" in recent 
months. 

The report claims the reason is 
failure by private contractors to pro- 
vide the same standard of service. It 
adds that while the schools service has 
been affected by them during the past 
year, private contracts have not yet 
developed into a "major threat" in the 
universities. 

The union is bracing Itself for a 
defence of the school meals service - 


and calling on l.e.a.s to offer school 
breakfast and afternoon teas as well as 
lunches. 

The annual report says: “Wc call on 
our members to resist firmly all attacks 
on the school meals service in order lo 
defend the right of all children to a 
nourishing midday meal. We also 
welcome now ideals and initiatives for 
improving and extending the service. 

'Many local authorities have laun- 
ched imaginative publicity campaigns 
to increase take-up. Others have in- 
vited parents to the school to try the 
meals, and introduced breakfast and 
afternoon teas for children whose 
parents are at work." 

The report says that school lunches 
provide the only proper meal of the 
day for many children, udding: “They 
are particularly important when, as a 
recent national survey revealed, more 
than one in five school-need children 
exists on an inadequate diet. They are 
also vital now that more thnn a million 
children in England alone receive free 
school meals". 

Delegates will be urged to back a 
motion calling on the union to fight 
hard for the retention or restoration of 


the school meals service. Another 
motion on school meals calls on local 
education authorities lo levy a cover 
charge of 20 p a week to provide 
facilities for those children now taking 
sandwiches to school. 

Meanwhile, there is likely to be 
controversy over the Government's 
Youth Training Scheme, with one mo- 
tion urging the union and the TUC to 
refuse to cooperate with it. while 
another acknowledges that refusal to 
cooperate with the Manpower Services 
Commission will not stop thousands of 
school-leavers taking up places on it. 

Delegates wilt also debate a motion 
calling for the union to mount a 
defence of the education service, and 
support a campaign for a minimum 
education grant for all adults receiving 
education. 

The motion says that support ser- 
vices to the educational process - such 
as school meals stnff, crossing patrol 
personnel, cleaners, caretakers, class- 
room auxiliaries and nursery nurses - 
are all essential if people are to be 
given the right to education "from the 
cradle to the grave”.

The status of heads of department in 
Welsh secondary schools has dimi- 
nished in recent years at the same time 
as their responsibilities have in- 
creased, a survey by HM Inspectorate 
has shown. 

Before large-scale secondary reor- 
ganization heads of large departments 
such as English and mathematics had 
considerable status, particularly in 
grammar schools. Next to the deputy 
head and the senior teacher they were 
usually the most influential and highly 
paid teachers in the school and were 
often promoted directly to headships. 

But the size of the ncwly-crcated 
comprehensive schools called for their 
break-up into smaller administrative 
and pastoral units with such posts ns 
head of section or head of house or 
year tutor. 

“Tliis extension of middle manage- 
ment roles has to some extent reduced 
the status and influence of heads of 
department," the report says. 

While departmental heads arc in- 
creasingly seen as leaders of a team of 
teachers as well ns senior subject 
specialists the full potential of tneir 
role has still not been developed, it 
adds. 

Some schools have tried to make up 
for their loss of status by promoting 
department heads to senior teacher 
status but “regrettably and contrary to 
the original intention in their creation” 
these posts have frequently been allo- 
cated far responsibilities not directly 
linked with pupils* learning experi- 
ences. 

The report concludes: “Whether a 
pupil achieves or underachieves is 
largely dependent on the quality of 
planning, execution, and evaluation 
that takes place within individual de- 
partments.

When PICKUP was launched by the 
Depart mem of Education and Science 
in May 1982 by the then juniorminister 
for education, Mr William Shelton, it 
was greeted with some scepticism.

Will the Government’s free-market 
philosophy, when applied to training 
the adult workforce, suffice for the 
future? This was one of the questions 
posed by Dr Noel Thompson, under 
secretary at the Department of Educa- 
tion and Science, at a seminar on 
vocational updating in London last 
week. 

The Idea of academics selling train- 
ing courses to employers at frill cost, in 
. competition with the private sector, 
was a new concept for British ftirlhcr 
and higher education, he said. 

Many employers, especially small 
and medium-sized firms, were rduc- 
tmt to spend money on training even 
when the right package was available, 
and even though they had tax Incentives 
to do so. 

Dr Thompson wondered If Govern- 
ment Intervention “at the margin, 
flctlng only as a catalyst” would be 
enough. ‘This Is a very big question 
and I am not proposing an answer,” he 
told academics, trade unionists and 
Industrialists at the seminar organized 
by the Anglo-German Foundation for 
■the Study of Industrial Society. 

Should up-dating be mandatory? 
Professional qualifications could and 
should not last forever.

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A little freedom with a new outlook 


“Most of them have got the heroin in 
their veins,” said the assistant registrar 
of Warwick University. 

No, this was not another seminar on 
drug abuse. It was a short residential 
course at the university for mature 
students and the heroin in question 
was education. 

It was fortunate the drug was be- 
nign, ns the students were most cer- 
tainly hooked. Throughout a gruelling 
two days of lectures and seminars, 
their interest never flagged and their 
only demand was for more. Some were 
even heard regretting that the disco 
arranged for tneir entertainment on 
Friday night was not another seminar. 

Such enthusiasm will be familiar to 
anyone who has taught mature stu- 
dents. After years spent in the 
hopelessness of a dead end job or the 
nerve-fraying isolation of rearing small 
(Children, books and new ideas are 
devoured with n greed that would be 
the answer to a teacher's prayer in 
many secondary schools. But the en- 
thusiasm is all the greater on a residen- 
tial course, away from domestic duties 
and distractions. The participants at 
Warwick were staying in study bed- 
rooms on campus, just like real stu- 
dents. Well, they would have been like 
| real students if they hadn’t been talk- 
ingabout work. 

These two days at the university 
were, an experimental feature of a 
one-year “open access" course which is 
being ran at two local colleges. Tile 
Hill In Coventry and North Warwick- 
shire in Nuneaton. Their aim is to 
bring mature people with qualifica- 
tions ranging from nil to two rather

lions ranging from nil to two rather 
dust-laden A levels up to the standard 
of study skills required for higher 
education. They were joined by a 
group from the Mid-Warwickshire 
College at Leamington Spa who were 
taking a more conventional path to 
higher education - A levels. 

About 40 out of a possible 60 had 
come, mostly women in their mid to 
late 30s with young children, many of 
them single parents. Some were slight- 
ly nervous. “I sort of feel a little bit of 
freedom might be dangerous”, said 
one woman who hadn't spent a night 
away from her husband and children 
since 1976. 

Not only were they dangerously 
free, there was a fair bit of conscious- 
ness-raising going on as well.

They have been sent the definitive plan for a 
new 17-plus national certificate based on a year of 
‘vocational exploration" and broad general 
education. The courses are (o be aimed at the 
estimated 100,000 16-year-olds who arc unlikely

°\i" e ** ,sUn 8 straight vocational courses. 

The Education Secretary has given his blessing 
to the proposals which do not come from the 
Department of Education and Science, but. 
rather, have been prepared by the Joint Board for 


Prc-Vocaiional Education, a group of the major 
further education bodies to which he has given the 
job of devising and running the new certificate. 

The proposals (which Sir Keith Joseph admit- 
ted he had not yet read), sent out as a 60-page 
consultative document, are based largely on the 
prc-vocational courses being offered to schools 
and colleges by the board's constituent bodies, 
which arc already this year being used as the 
curricula for an interim national 17-phis. 

Some 40.000 youngsters, nearly two-thirds of 
them in sixth-forms, are expected to get the 
interim certificate this summer. 

Sir Keith has promised that some money - 
between £500,000 and £lm - will be available for 
pilot programmes of staff development to be run ' 


by the FEU during the next few years. But he was 
silent about what extra money, if any, will be 
provided to the schools and colleges to enable 
them to run the practical courses which are a key 
part of the new certificate curriculum. 

Two years ago, when he put forward DES- 
prepared proposals for a 17-plus which were 
subsequently dropped, he said that the speed at 
which they could be implemented might depend 
on the availability of money to run these practical 
courses. 

The joint board is, in effect, asking the schools 
whether they think they can afford to run the new 
courses. It wants them to say whether this can be 
done by redeploying some of the existing staff and 
facilities.

However Sir Keith insisted that the 
new certificate was “a carefully 
thought out response to changing 
needs in the world which the education 
bodies have played a major part in 
putting together.

Quality of staff seen as 
key to certificate’s success 


Teachers warned this week that the 
success of the proposed new 17-plus 
hinges on whether schools are allowed 
to employ enough teachers with the 
experience and training to handle the 
new-Iook courses with their strong 
vocational and technical bias. 

Mr Gordon Donaldson, a member 
of the 14—19 working party of the 
Nationnl Union of Teachers, who has 
followed the exam's laborious progress 
over the past few years, said that 
staffing levels would largely determine 
whether it becomes firmly established 
in schools. 

“There are big resource implications 
if we arc to move into this area 
properly. The big question is will wc 
have enough people properly trained 
to teach these new courses?* 

Mr Donaldson said that falling rolls 
presented schools with the ideal cli- 
mate in which to take on additional 
demands of the kind typified by the 
17-plus. They released classroom and 
laboratory space that could be put to 
new uses and they created a surplus of 
teachers who, resources permitting, 
could be switched to these new areas of 
demand. 

The problem was that the Govern- 
ment was intent on forcing school 
staffing levels down in line with falling 
numbers of pupils. 

“Schools should be able to answer 
these additional demands by em- 
ploying marginally more teachers per 


practical difficulties. 

A spokesman for the authority said- 
the pilot scheme was designed to Iron 
out the “whBt happens ir* questions. 

One such question that had already 
been raised, be sBid, is what happens if 
one half of a partnership in a shortage 
subject leaves and can only be replaced 
by a full-time appointment? 

So far about 50 London teachers 
have said they are interested In job- 
sharing. 

Mr Barrie Stead, chair of the schools 
sub-committee, said: "Job-sharing 
could be particularly attractive to 
women teachers wishing to resume or 
continue their careers after having 
children and to partners wanting to 
share their domestic commitments.

Finnish comprehensive school 
teachers resumed work on May 2 after 
a month-long strike that spread to 
affect 9,000 of the 45,000 members of 
the national union, the OAJ, keeping 
150,000 children at home, (TES April 
13). 

The three-year formula devised by a 
government mediator and accepted by 
the OAJ and the local authorities that 
employ the teachers, gives pay in- 


creases well above the centralized, 
two-year deal endorsed in March by 
most blue-collar and clerical unions in 
Finland. 

But asa result of some fiscal juggling 
designed to assist the harassed princip- 
al paymaster - the State - most of the 
benefit is deferred until the latter part 
of the period and is tied to a reform of 
the school syllabus that will entail extra 
work in the classroom. 

Nevertheless, OAJ officials deemed 
the strike, which cost about Fmlm 
(£125,000) a day and attracted wide- 
spread public sympathy, a success. 
Because of technicalities it is hard to 
give percentage figures, but it appears 
that starting scales will rise by 15-20

Trying to kick the 

habit of using 
undercover agents

American schools are allowing police 
undercover agents to pose as high 
school pupils m order to track down 
children who sell illicit drugs to ihcir 
classmates. But although Inc opera- 
tions have been technically successful - 
hundreds of pupils who deal in drugs 
have been trapped and expelled - they 
have raised troubling questions about 
the preservation of privacy within the 
education system. 

National surveys suggest that one in 
twenty high school students takes 
marijuana every day, and one in six 
takes cocaine. In the case of mari- 
juana, use has declined since the 
19711s, but continues to worry parents 
und teachers. The schools have tried to 
counter drug abuse by alerting chil- 
dren to the alleged health hazards, but 
undercover operations have had a 
more immediate deterrent effect. 

In Cincinnati, for example, more 
than 50 pupils were recently arrested 
and charged with trying to sell drugs to 
narcotics agents posing os fellow 
pupils. A similar operation in San 
Diego schools last January netted 
more than 130 pupils who, police 
claimed, intended to sell marijuana. 
School officials in both cases said one 
of the aims of the operations had been 
to alert parents and teachers to the 
prevalence of dnig-tnking. 

But the undercover approach has 
generated considerable alarm among 
teachers. In one case, teachers brought 
an unsuccessful legal action alleging 
I bat the presence of undercover police 
officers in their classrooms had a

potentially “chilling effect” on free 
speech. 

The use of undercover agents is only 
the latest wrinkle in a growing debate 
about the ability of schools in respect 
pupils’ right to privacy. One issue, the 
power of teachers to search children 
suspected of selling or possessing 
drugs, has already gone all the way to 
the Supreme Court. 

The case began Four years ago when 
a New Jersey high school teacher 
caught two girls smoking in a bath- 
room. When one of them, a 14-year- 
old, insisted to school authorities that 
she had not been smoking, her hnnd- 
bng was searched. It turned out to 
contain marijuana as well as cigarettes, 
together with documents suggesting 
that the girl was selling drugs. 

A fair cop7 Not according to lawyers 
representing the girl. They told the 
Supreme Court recently that the 
search violated the so-called exclusion- 
ary rule contained in the Fourth 
Amendment of the Constitution. The 
rale is intended to protect citizens from 
“unreasonable searches” by govern- 
ment employees.

Bell ‘fails 
to ring 
the changes’ 

The first anniversary of Ihe Reagan 
Administration’s Nation at Risk report, 
which stunned the United Slates with 
its dismal verdict on the slate or 
schools, has provided an opportunity 
for fierce disagreement between the 
Education Secretary, Mr Terrel Bell, 
and the biggest teaching union, the 
National Education Association, Peter 
David writes. 

At a recent Washington press confer- 
ence, Mr Bell said the report issued by a 
National Commission an Excellence in 
April last year had triggered a wave of 
unprecedented reforms throughout Ihe 

He said virtually every stale govern- 
ment had drawn up plans to raise 
graduation requirements far high 
school students, and six stales had 
Introduced incentive pay schemes for 
teachers on the lines recommended by 
the commission. Another 24 had plans 
to do so. 

But Mr Bell's satisfaction is plainly 
not shared by the organization that 
represents most American teachers. 

Mrs Mary Hatwood Fulrell, presi- 
dent of the NEA, celebrated Ihe re- 
port's anniversary by accusing the 
Reagan Administration of supporting 
education with rhetoric ralher than 
action. 

To drive her point home, the NEA 
last month Issued a report of Its own 
pointing out that President Reagan was 
continuing to cut the Federal contribu- 
tion to the coat of public education. In 
1984, the report claimed, Federal 
money would meet only 6.4 per cent of 
the costs of the schools, the lowest 
proportion for 20 years. The remainder 
had to be raised by school districts and 
state governments.

emphasis on “skills" in contemporary 
education, it is not surprising that wc 


have been criticized in return. Lyn 
Smith's behavioural response to the 
slimulus, however, (Talkback, April 
13 ), contains more acrimony than 
argu' nenl - 

This typifies the very thing my> 
article was concerned to lament m the 
sphere of educational debate - stock 
argument and shoddy thinking. Neith- 
er Lloyd-Evans nor I hove claimed that 
children require no guidance in acquir- 
ing skills. What we nave objected to is 
the founding of educational empires 
upon a crude reductionism that repre- 
sents all affective responses or capaci- 
ties as mere knacks (thus to be trans- 
mitted via "systems” and behavioural 
checklists). 

Ms Smith's failure to receive this 
central point is evidenced in her plea 
for “a more eclectic attitude" and in 
her misplaced truism: “surely any 
method is only os good as the person 
implementing it". Let us be generous 
enough to construe her phrase “eclec- 
tic altitude" as referring not to mind- 
less pragmatism but to a willingness to 
to: exploratory and experimental in the 
classroom. 

Good enough; but this is the very 
thing the all-pervasive skills-approach 
does not permit, with its totalitarian 
aspirations Bnd empiricist doctrines of 
human development (which of course 
hardly purport to be true on some days 
and false on others!) It is of course true 
that teaching methods are as fallible as 
their purveyors but that makes, not 
breaks, my point. 

My article was predicated upon the 
belief that teaching does not have the 
petty certainties of administration but 
ls a hit-and-miss affair; an art, not a 
science. What role has eclecticism and 
a healthy seme of uncertainty in the 
current taxonomy of behavioural trea- 
sures writ large in what is now becom- 
ing the bureaucratic mechanism of the 
curriculum?

Many years ago I was the deputy head 
of a smaJI primary school with a salary 
augmented by a merit teacher allow- 
ance. With a first headship went an 
increase over my existing income of 15 
shlllingsper week and the everpresent 
worry of nursing tv 10-ycar-oId Ford 
Popular aver a journey of 40 miles a 
day. The already frugal standard of 
living for my family fell dramatically. 
Even with stringent economics and 
working during the holidays we found 
it difficult to aspire to Mr Micawber's 
definition of happiness. 

If all this had been to take a job as a 
probationary headteacher 1 would 
never have bothered - and that is even 
more true today. 

Present differentials in salary are 
again so small that many teachers 
already feel that the minute step up the 
promotional (adder is not worth the 
massively increased involvement, re- 
sponsibility to the community and 
pressure from vested interests. 

Not all governors are altruistic - 
and it would only be natural for some 
to expect favoured treatment for their' 
children at a school. Not all local 
political appointees to a governing 
body recognize as sacrosanct that they 
should meet solely in the interests of 
the children. Not all parents value 
maintaining a curriculum beyond the 
basic nor see as undesirable a com- 
pletely formal day for a six-year-old.

The chance or failure for a prob- 
ationary head would not be small for 
this diminished status would be known 
to all. Where would be the authority 
for dealing with community pressures, 
pupil and staff discipline, internal 
organization, and acceptance by advis- 
ers, parents and governors? The temp- 
tation would always be there to be a 
stmw in the wind. What value the 
judgment of one far seeing director of 
education who said that headteachers 
were appointed to fight for the chil- 
dren in their care - 1 f necessary against 
the authority? 

It is true that headteachers have 
some security in post - but this does 
not give carte blanche on conduct. 
Disciplinary procedures apply to all 
teachers, ana this includes dismissal. 

Should falling rolls end in school 
closure, there is no guaranteed re- 
employment. Any former job would 
have been long rilled, and any future 
post within an authority could only be 
filled with the accord of some gov- 
erning body. No l.c.a. would impose a 
displaced headteacher. 

How much more precarious a prob- 
ationary head risking all on u two-year 
gamble? Teachers act in loco parentis 
to the children within their care - but 
teachers have wives and children and It 
is only right, proper and human that 
their overriding duty should be to 
them. 

If you were relying on a single 
teacher’s income for the welfare and 
financial stability of a family, then you 
would be well advised to remain In the 
classroom, work contractual hours, 
and - like many teachers in the United 
States of America - augment your 
poor salary by secondary employment.

Andy Schofield's article, “Fostering 
Delusions?"

How refreshing to read your report of 
Jan Lee’s survey about vertical grouping 
in primaty schools (TES April 13). 
Perhaps HM Inspectors will look again 
now at their highly dubious findings 
which have done so much damage at a 
time of shrinking rolls in the schools. 

As Jan Lee points out. children are 
bound to do less well in mixed age 
classes if these are ad hoc arrange- 
ments cobbled together by head- 
teachers who don't believe in vertical 
grouping. Such arrangements are now 
inevitable and it is a matter of extreme 
urgency that HMI apply its energy and 
resources to training headteachers in 
the management of this situation. 
There is no reason on earth why 
“amazing administrative gymnastics’’ 
need be performed by harassed heads 
every July. Once a head and the staff 
believe in vertical grouping it is the 1 
simplest and most logical form of 
organization ever devised. 

My own junior school is a case in 


a particular hypothesis bv testing its 
apparent truth. Frequently, ideas are 
modified, or even rejected as being 
inappropriate. 

Behind this approach is a belief that 
all materials arc valuc-loudcd, and 
open to interpretation. It is not suffi- 
cient to “put across ideas to counter... 
bias", for this merely substitutes one 
form of indoctrination for another. 
Autonomy for each individual can only 
be achieved through a response to' 
social pressures introduced via a num- 
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The DES has received over 2,000 
replies to the Record of Achievement 
statement Issued by Sir Keith Joseph in 
November last year. Initially profiles 
were seen very much as a product - a 
substitute Cor externally validated ex- 
amination certificates suitable for less 
able pupils. Sir Keith Joseph stresses 
the need for a document containing 
information which throws light on 
personal achievement; any graded re- 
sults in public examinations; and any 
other evidence of academic achieve- 
ment.

Local authority guidelines on what should be 
taug ht free teachers to concentrate on how 
best to teach it, Joan Dean argues 





I n my experience the quality of the teaching 
profession has been gradually improving in all 
the years that I have been going in and out of 
schools. 1 totally disagree with those who 
think our schools arc less good than they were 20 
years ago. I think our schools arc better than they 
have ever been, which is far from saying that they 
are perfect. There is still an enormous amount to 
do, but 1 remain convinced that our thinking of 
the 1960s and 1970s was right. 

Where I think my views have changed to some 
extent is in what \ now think it reasonable to 
expect from teachers. We are probably asking too 
much when we ask them not only to teach the 
curriculum but to design it as well. 

Teachers in this country hove more freedom 
over curriculum matters than almost any country 
in the world. This has enabled us to produce some 
of the best schools to be found anywhere, but I 
also suspect that it makes it possible for us to have 
some of the worst. Wliat we need is the kind of 
support that does nothing to hold back the really 
good school, but does something to support the 
weak. 

During the half-term break last autumn, I 
visited Sweden, basically in order to look at the 
work they have done in training headteachers. 
During my visit I went to a primary school in the. 
city of Orebro. it was n school in what we would 
describe as a council estate, a rather bleak 
environment with many children with difficult 
home backgrounds. It was in many ways one of 
the most exciting school visits I have experienced 
and in spite of the language difficulties L felt 
entirely at home because the ethos of the school 
was so familiar. 

It was exciting in the same way that it is exciting 
to visit a good primary school In this country. You 
get caught up in the work of the school and the 
interests of the children and teachers and start to 
share their enthusiasm. 

The teachers and children together were in the 
process of building into the entrance hall two 
small shops, each with a pitched roof and built on 
a child-sized scale. One of them was already being 
used for children to purchase against their class 
budget whatever materials they needed. This was 
simply an opportunity for practical mathematics 
and for ensuring that children were careful with . 
what they had. 

I saw slides of the work they bad done in 
building a hut for outdoor activities and was 
impressed with the quality of workmanship - it 
wasn’t a ready-made hut but a genuine piece of 
building by children and teachers, using the 
activity for their learning in many different ways. 

The deputy head and one other mem ber of staff 
spoke fluent English and I was interested to see i 
■ that their classes were left to work independently i 
- which they did extremely well - while they | 
helped a few of the children whose English was 
more advanced to entertain me. I sat at lunch with 
tlie children and we exhausted the stock language 
questions like “what Is your name?" “Where do 


you Iivc7" and "How old arc you?” The children, 
for their part, did their best to teacJi me the 
Swedish equivalents. 

The reason why I am describing this in such 
detail is that 1 am talking of a school in a system 
where a broad curriculum is laid down centrally, 
where you “do” English from the third year 
onwards and where some topics are prescribed. 

So far as 1 could see this particular school found 
this no limitation. Teachers developed topic work 
just as we do. Field study seemed lo play a large 
part in the curriculum of this school and they used 
it in very similar ways to our own. 

All in all, it changed my views of the limitations 
which some guidance on curriculum from the 
centre produces. It seems that if you get the 
guidance right, it supports teachers rather than 
limiting them. 

I'm not sure that 1 want to go as far as a 
nationally produced curriculum, hut I do wel- 
come the rash of guidelines now being produced 
in different l.e.a.s. i think we need to spend a great 
deal of time and thought an the curriculum at the 
primary stage, leaving teachers free to concen- 
trate on how to help children to learn. I think 
there is a case for suggesting that children arc 
entitled to Learn certain things and I don't think 
there would be too much disagreement about 
what they might be. 

The area in which we have moved most towards 
the things we were aiming for in the early 1970s is 
in the much greater concern now with concepts 
and skills rather than factual knowledge. Much of 
the guideline material wc ore producing in Surrey 
is concerned with concepts and skills and 
although the factual knowledge is there, it plays a 
less important part. 

We have become more aware of the need to be 
concerned with the basic structure of subject 
learning, even if we are not always entirely sure 
what it is. If we take, for example, some of foe 
concepts of environmental study we might be 
concerned with the geographical concept that the 
physical environment affects the way of life of 
people living in any community. We might take a 
study of a local village or a town like Reading and 
look beyong the factual information to questions 
like “Why did Reading develop here?" “Why is it 1 
still growing so fast?’’ “What difference does it 1 
moke to people living here that Reading has such I 
a good train service lo other places, inducting I 
London?” Such a theme might be part of work I 
about any community past or present. It might 
involve drama about a roving community looking 
for a place to settle down. The need to establish 
foe basic concept leaves enormous areas of study 
wide open and yet guides the teacher In choosing 
an area for study, 

It is this kind of guidance that we need in 
planning children's learning. ■

Physically harder than a primary head’s job, 
emotionally draining, dicing with life and death, 
badly paid and with short holidays, piggy-In-the- 
middle for much of the timei who would be a 
nursing sister? At least primary heads now know 
how fortunate they ate.

It is 25 years since the 
British Pestalozzi Children's 
Village in Sussex 
opened its doors to the 
orphans of the 
European war. 

Now, Susan Thomas 
reports, it provides 
the Swiss humanitarian's 
education of'hand, heart 
and head' to the 
brightest children of 
the developing nations. 

I n the aftermath of the Napoleonic Wars, 
when Europe was full of destitute children, 
Heinrich Pestalozzi, the Swiss humanitarian, 
devised a plan to offer them home, family and. 
an education in world citizenship. In the event it 
took 150 years and two world wars before it was 
realized at Trogen in Switzerland. 

TTiat was 1946. The British village didn’t open 
until 1959. It too catered for European war 
orphans, often stateless refugees culled &om the 
camps of Europe. The children lived in an old 
manor house at Sediescombe, near Battle. Each 
| national group had its own housemother whose 
job was to preserve language, culture and. 
religious beliefs. In term-time they attended 
English schools, colleges and universities and in 
their free time worked and played together, Poles 
and Germans, English and Latvians. 

But by 1963 the Europeans had grown up and 
the refugees came from Tibet, Vietnam, and the 
West Bank. It was time to think again, says Bill 
Mountain, the director of studies who is responsi- 
ble for recruiting the children. The Swiss dedi- 
rated then- viUage to thelrown needy children and 
the British, boldly experimental, offered educa- 
tion to the developing nations. 

Only to bright, poor children, however, whose 
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famihes could never give them a secondary 
education and who have the qualities their 
communities most need. They come to England 
when they are 10 and stay till they have completed 
their education. Every two or three years they jzo 
home to visit their families. 

They live, in groups of 8 or 12, in plain, single 
storey houses scattered across the rolling Sussex 
hills. In term time they attend local schools and in' 
the evenings and holidays they do the household 
and farm chores and learn metaJWork, carpentry 
bricklaying and first aid. It is a rix-and-a-half-day 1 
week and causes softhearted English supporters 
some considerable heartsearching but the chil- 
dren thrive on it. 

“TJe biggest difference, after the food and the

is that I have so much more time to play here 
than at home." 

, tends to be English and convenience: 
n&hnngera and baked beans are par for the 
course perhaps with a dash of curry. But at 
weekends there is time to prepare national dishes 
and on festival days they wear national costume 
and cerebrate in the traditional way, inviting one 
of the other houses to share' the occasion, 
Since 1963 dozens of young Arabs. Indians, 
Nigerians, Tibetans and Thais have completed 
their education here and gone home to work as 
scientists, agricultural engineers, teachers, doc- 
ton and nurses.

The result of all this careful planning is a mm] 
immensely caring, family group which reflectslk} 
child’s own extended family. Thus the 10-y«r-cHf 
Indian boy just arrived at the village, w- 
welcomed in traditional style, absorbed Into fit' • 
family, introduced to the other nationaUtiesintfc'. 
village, started on language classes and id K 
work digging the footings of a new workshop. . 

It is no part of the plan to soften and westernftf 
the children. "We try to have the same expedii 
tions of them that their families would have,"»Fp^ 
Bruce Jefferson, the village’s PR man, a new ad . 
still surprised recruit from teaching. "At hbffl* • 
when he wasn’t in school, that boy was'sefliq • 
sweets on the street to supplement the fafflij 
income. 

“Here they put In long hours, without sups* 


sion. The national houses were actually built by 
14 to 16-year-olds, so was much of the furniture 
and nearly all the maintenance is done by the 
children. It is all part of their education, like the 
alternative technology - making building ma- 
terials. windmills, water pumps or battery chargers 
out of scrap materials. Every child leaves here 
with a knowledge of mechanics, craft skills, 
animal husbandry and community hygiene." 

They are also, as Valerie Ballard, director of 
studies at nearby Claverham Community Col- 
lege, explained “very high-minded young people 
who work extremely hard at their studies and are 
very conscious of their responsibility to their 
family and country." 

They play for their school teams, dance in local 
festivals, get to sing on Paul McCartney's recent 
hit single and in Canterbury Cathedral. 

It is quite a relief after all this to find they still 
have time to watch Top of the Pops and read Mills 
and Boone. 

In recent years the children have arrived here in 
time to spend a year mastering English before 
starting secondary school. They attend St 
Leonards Primary School at Hastings which has a 
specialist EFL unit. According to John Wilks, 
headmaster, they have surprisingly little trouble 
doing this or settling into the school. 

"In fact, they are so motivated, that they are a 
pleasure to teach . . . some are just very able, 
others unquestionably brilliant” , he says. “What- 
. ever method is used to select these- children, it is 
extraordinarily efficient. They provide a valuable 
yardstick for our children to measure themselves 
against)'’ .. -v 

But it has not always been plain sailing. In the 
early days they plunged straight into secondary 
school and English was a major problem. “Hin- 
dus seem to have no definite or indefinite articles 
and Tibetans no verbs," said Valerie Ballard. “I 
suspect their preference for science is partly 
explained by language difficulties and partly it is 
because they are always looking over their 
shoulders to see what their country needs.” 

For the same reason, says Bill Mountain, fewer 
children now go on to degree courses. “There is a' 
graduate unemployment problem in the Third 
World too. And the poorest, most deprived 
people don't need an intellectual elite. They want 
all-rounders, middle management, technicians, 
agricultural engineers, people who can help a 
village to build a road, purify the water or set up a 
school." r 

So the emphasis has shifted to sandwich 
<«gtt«,TEC courses, community medicine and 
(hat international growth Industry, electronics. 
And if the students ever hanker after self- 
uraulgeni, non-vocatlonal courses, they don't let 
it show. 

8rc e *P ect *d to work hard, to cooperate 
with one another, to use problem solving in every 
aspect of their lives and always to give a 




responsible and adult response to what is asked of 
them and 95 per cent of the time they do. It 
contrasts starkly with the expectations and be- 
haviour of the English children 1 used to teach.” 
Bill Mountain is convinced this maturity is the 
product of the extended family system. “At home 
the child has this huge family, literally scores of 
aunts and uncles and cousins. Nearly all the 
people they relate to are adults. There is not the 
same expectation of an extended and carefree 
childhood . They work from a very tender age and 
with every piece of genuine work they do, they 
take another step into adulthood. This seems to 
allow them to miss out on the traumas of 
adolescence, probably because it is such a gradual 
transition from child to adult.”

Exam nerves 

Sara Parker reports on attempts to ease the 
stress on candidates by helping them to relax 


Vust before her O levels, Anne went to the 

■ doctor suffering from examination nerves. 

■ She had worked herself up into such a state 
Qw that she couldn't sleep and was complaining 
otheadaches and stomach ailments. 

Her GP offered her tranquillizers but she was 
afraid they would affect her ability to work. In the 
end, she settled for sleeping pills, only to find they 
made her dopey and depressed until she eventual- 
ly had to stop taking them. 

Anne is typical of many young patients who 
visit the surgery of Northamptonshire GP Dr 
Peter Heaney around examination lime. For 
some, like her, failure seems to be directly linked 
to nerves - she passed only two out of her seven O 
levels, much to the disappointment and surprise 
of her teachers. 

Dr Heaney, however, doesn’t have much faith 
in pills to relieve such stress. He prefers to teach 
young patients how to cope with examination 
nerVes. His .methods include relaxation exercises 
and self-hypnosis, and over the past four years, he 
has started to introduce his techniques Into local 
schools. 

His ideal is to run short courses of five to six 
lectures and demonstrations with small groups of 
around half a dozen pupils - and although he has 
no proof that his methods directly affect examina- 
tion results, he does know that they help with 
stress. 

“I am well aware of exam stress. 1 was seeing it 
every day in the surgery and I wanted to bring it 
more into the open, so more teachers would 
realize what was happening,” says Dr Heaney 
who ran his first course at Thomas Becket Upper 
School in Northampton where he Is a governor. 

Almost Immediately, he found that pupils who 
had not been sleeping or were suffering from 
headaches and other vague ailments were both 
getting off to sleep at nights and feeling much 
better in themselves. 

For some schools, however, there is no time for 
more than just one lecture and demonstration , or 
they ore too far outside' Dr Heaney's immediate 
area for him, as a busy GP,. to' make more than 
one visit, 

Luton Sixth Form College In Bedfordshire first 
Invited him to give a lunch-time talk after its 
welfare officer heard about his work. Recently, 
he came back to the college for the second year 
running to talk as part of a health education 
course which had Included films on stress aa part 
of its earlier programme. The numbers interested 
had more than doubled to 200 pupils and nearly 
50 teachers also wanted to attend. 

Even with such numbers and a venue in a large 
hall. Dr Heaney’s approach was .to create as 
informal an atmosphere as possible. This year, his 
wife, Madeleine, a yoga teacher for the past six 
years, also came with - him to talk the pupils 
through the relaxation exercises, once he had 
explained the reasons for stress and the effect it 
can have on the mind and body. 

"One's got to be practical and say to the pupils 
‘you're going to manage but you've got to develop 
some skills to cope with your nerves’.” 

They are shown how to recognize the symptoms 
of stress, such as headaches, upset stomachs, 
crying fits. “But at the same time they have to 
accept that some stress is absolutely necessary,” 
says Madeleine Heaney who is becoming more 
involved in her husband’s work, taking some of 
the groups for relaxation exercises in schools 
where a course is possible. 

Dr Heaney's techniques, developed with the 
help of his wife along the lines of yoga exercises, 
are straightforward enough to be practised just 
sitting in a chair - as Madeleine Heaney demons- 
trated with the audience of pupils and teachers at 
Luton. , 

He believes that such exercises should be 
practised regularly and that eventually it will take 
only a minute to relax completely by working 
, through the routine - a useful technique to be 
■carried out in a quiet comer just before an 
examination or when it’s impossible to get to 
sleep at night after an evening's revision. 

In addition, he advises against working for long 
stretches without a break or right up until the last 
moment, suggests how to create the correct 
working environment, shutting out the outside 
world with, for example, music, and talks about 
the Importance of hobbles and sport. 

As well as the work he does In schools, he also 
takes small groups of youngsters who have come 
individually to his surgery for help. Having 
studied hypnosis six years ago through a short 
course at the Whittington Hospital ift Loridoh run' ‘ 
by the British Dental and Medical Hypnosis 


Association, he is also able to teach self-hypnosis 
with small groups. This technique, he says, is 
merely an extension of the relaxation exercises 
which can achieve almost immediate help with 
nerves in a matter of seconds. 

Yet in spite of what is essentially a medical 
approach to ihe problem of examination nerves, 
Dr Heaney maintains: "A lot of what I’m saying 
and doing is nothing special. A lot of teachers 
have been doing it in their own way for years. 1 
remember one of my teachers who used to come 
into the classroom and do nothing for the fits! five 
minutes, allowing us to talk and settle down. She 
was giving us a chance to let off steam and relax. 
But it is important that teachers understand how 
their methods can be used to help with stress - 
that they understand whal they’re doing - and 
why.” 

At Luton Sixth Form College, with over 1,300 
students, qt least a dozen are.identified every year - 
as having severe examination nerves- a few are so 
bad that they are even referred through the 
college doctor to one of two local consultant 
psychiatrists who specialize in such problems. 

Some teachers in the college also believe 
something should be done for those pupils who 
although not suffering badly enough to attract 
help, are still affected by examination nerves. 
Jean Booker, vice principal, gays, “We are 
deluding ourselves if we think that any candidate 
takes O or A levels without suffering from stress. 
It’s all really a matter of degree ... Dr Heaney 
has very practical tips to offer and a good 
understanding of the problems of those who are 
not doing themselves justice in the public ex- 
amination system because of nerves”. 

Some students will never admit to examination 
nerves; 17-year-old Rohit, studying for two A 
levels , says: “I'd never have gone up to a teacher I 
and said 'look l*ve failed because I'm nervous'. 1 
just presume everyone's got the same problem. 
But when 1 go into the exam room, my mind goes 
blank." 

For some, Iiowevcr, the problem is. all too 
obvious, such as in the case of one 17-yearroldglr2 
who left the college after a year because she felt 
u nable to face A level examinations even though 
her classwork was good. She was so nervous that 
she was physically rick before exams, lost weight 
and couldn’t sleep. 

Some feel the beat way a teacher can help is to 
familiarize students with the format of the paper 
through mock questions and preparing them for 
the examination room. But some, like 17-year- 
old Eamon who is afraid lie won't get good 
enough grades In his A levels to study medicine, 
feel no amount of familiarization can take away 
Ihe nerves of the day, 

"It’s difficult for teachers to tell if you're going 
to get nervous because it hits you when you're in 
the exam room. You’re nervous because it's a 
once and for all situation, the real thing. I've 
heard that if you revise solidly then you won't be 
nervous but I’ve never felt I've' revised that 
solidly, however hard I’ve worked.” 

There are teachers who believe that pin- 
pointing such nerves merely go towards intensify- 
ing the problem, giving pupils an excuse if they 
fall or haven't worked hard enough. 

There are others who have seen nerves take 
their toll on pupils Buch as Maureen Me rri field, a 
teacher in secretarial skills at Luton. She says: 
“When it’s a two and a half hour physical stint in 
typing, for example, pupils show stress which Is 
physically visible. Those who are normally dex- 
terous become clammy and ham-fisted - and 
there’s always somebody in tears in the corridor 
outside before the exam." 

-Dr Heaney alms to find foe balance between 
over-emphasizing the problem of nerves and 
ignoring it. "You can’t give pupils an excuse for 
failure because of exam nerves, so you must give 
them an alternative - something which can 
unscramble, their minds.” - 
Often he feels a one-off lecture can do little 
more than make teachers aware of the problem - 
and at Luton, for example, he hopes that his 
relaxation exercises will be followed-up and 
practised by pupils with staff help. But all the 
same he recognizes many teachers are reticent to 
use such methods in the -classroom, A woman 
teacher at Luton College thought male feachfire 
particularly might feel too self-conscious. 

All the same, he is winning small pockets of 
support among teachers. One at Luton reasons, 
"If you spend two years flogging younqjf to death 
frying *o get these k^ds through ap examination, it 
seems silly not id spend a little time doing a bit 
extra to help combat those nerves." 
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Sissela Bok is a Scandinavian who has lived in the 
United States for nearly 30 years and now teaches 
ethics at Harvard. Her first book, Lying, was 
aboutl moral choices in public and private 
life. Deceit and violence she saw as the two forms 
of deliberate assault on human beings, and she 
took as her starting point the position that a lie is 
morally justifiable only as a last resort. Not for 
her the utilitarian approach of simply looking at 
the consequences of our actions. But she is not 
Augu&tlnlan either. Some lies, alas, axe prefer- 
able to the alternative. But we must be absolutely 
sure of this before wc practise deceit. 

Her latest contribution to the discussion of 
moral issues is about the ethics of secrecy and 
mvolatlon, a subject which metaphysicians have 
largely left to the lawyers, the practising profes- 
sions and the political scientists. A comprehen- 
sive analysis of the need for and justification of 
secrecy, the evils and distrust it can breed, the 
privacy it may be intended to secure can only be 
welcomed. So too must be the framework into 
which the analysis is set, 

Much of Secrets is about the veil which the 
individual draws over himself to separate himself 
from others. In this realm secrecy and privacy 
come close to being identical, but not quite. My 
personal secrets may be the means by which I 
preserve my identity (as Winston Smith knew); 
but some of them may be kept to ensure a 
deception, if I withhold from my wife the 
knowledge of my infidelity, I am intending to 
deceive, even if l seek to justify my secrecy on 
utilitarian grounds. 

This is fascinating stuff, and Ms Bok's inquiry 
into the aims and methods of secrecy at the level 
of the Individual is pursued in meticulous detail. 

So too is herexaminationoftheethical considera- 
tions which enter into such issues as the confes- 
sional, gossip and self-deception. 

But the most topical chapters of her book are 
about the moral dilemmas which secrecy poses at 
the level of collective practice. She invites us to 
consider whether the safeguarding of secrets iu 
industry, in government, in medicine and In the 
law involve different moral conflicts from those 
she identifies at the personal level. What is the 
ethical case for preventing the dissemination of 
beneficial scientific discovery In order to sustain 
profits? Does collective choice about information 
present special dangers, and what is the- case for 
that choice itself being exercised In secret? 

Secrecy in government is the most especially 
difficult issue on which to make a more judgment, 
certainly in a democracy. An autocracy may be 
driven to secretiveness to preserve its power. The 
Soviet' system has to withhold information not 
primarily to protect itself from foreign but to stop 
its citizens from objecting to_ its own worst 
practices. But a democracy is a system where, by 
definition, the government Is at least representa- 
tive and may be participative! If the government 
is aufond ours, why should we not know all that it 
knows? How else can we Judge Its performance 
and coll it to account? "Everything secret de- 
generates" , wrote Lord Acton, “even the admi- 
nistration of justice; nothing U safe that does not 
show, how it can bear discussion and publicity”. 
Ms Bok also quotes Woodrow Wilson who 
argued, .as a political scientist and before he 
became a practising politician, that "government 
ohght'tb be all outside and no inside . • . there 
ought to be no place where anything can be done 
that everybody does not know about". Yet, as a. 
President, Wilson was a poor practitioner of the 
precepts he taught. The Conservative manifesto 
of 1970 promised to eliminate Unnecessary secre- 
cy concerning the working of government, and 
where arc we now? Why Is It, to parody Mark 
Twain, that everybody is In favour of openness 
and nobotjy does anything about It? Perhaps it Is 
all very much more difficult than everyone thinks, 
and we cannot Improve on the status quo. . 

Openness of course 'has disadvantages to 
government which go beyond the legitimate 
arguments for secrecy. To share information with 
its critira. complicates and slows down the admi- 
nistration of government. Some facts can be very 
■uncomfortable^ and their disclosure oftn give 
succour to the government's opponents and make 
thempinlenancepf policy difficult. Many of them 
cannot be &atealed, and government s have to 
Uvc with the discomfort they entail. But quite a lot 
of "facts": become known only to government, 
pdrhaps by virtue of its ability to command 
information itself, and the temptation to suppress 
thosei fact? which are uncomfortable, ' simply 
.because they are uncomfortable; is as difficult fo 
resist in public as in private life. Knowledge after :

Even so there are several areas of government 
which cannot easily be opened up -without some 
danger to the security of the state and some loss to 
the effectiveness of administration. Even the 
countries which have practised a form of open 
government for a long time, like Ms Bok’s own 
Sweden, find it necessary to allow the withholding 
of much Information from the public. The Franks 
Committee here, which was concerned with the 
use of the criminal law to protect secrets rather 
than with freedom of information, found that 
there were certain domains, like defence, internal 
security, the currency and Cabinet memoranda, 
not to mention matters of confidence where the 
private individual or business was concerned, 
which ought to be preserved from public view, at 
any rate if Ministers decided that their revelation 
would cause serious injury to the nation. (Interes- 
tingly, Franks thought it right that Ministers 
should be the sole judge of what would cause such 
bfjury, but that is another, albeit debatable, 
matter.) 

The Campaign for Freedom of Information, 
which was launched in this country at the 
beginning of the year and which seeks to establish 
a statutory right of access to current government 
records, itself acknowledges that there are sub- 
stantial areas to which that right would not apply . 
These are broadly the ones recognized by Franks 
as meriting special protection. They include the 
advice, opinion and recommendations tendered 
by officials for the purpose of policy-making. The 
Campaign has leant over backwards to be 
responsible. Indeed in its willingness to exempt' 
from the right of access material about the 
currency and the reserves it is ip jny view being 
too slavish to the Franks Report. I doubt whether 
the disclosure Of information about sterling would 
ever cause Serious injury to the nation, even if 
serious- injury were interpreted very widely 
indeed. • 

■ But what of the unexempted material, informa- 
tion about the efficacy of drugs used by the 
National Health Service, the hazards of nuclear 
power, the condition of our jtook of public 
housing? Why should not the public have legal 
right to see the papers and consider the implica- 
tions of the evidence? I do not believe that it is 
possible to deny that right consistently with the 
upholding of the 'democratic ideal. But the 
practice Is difficult, and the public debate which is 
; now. under way should focus onthe practicalities - 
and the costs, . . 


of government have not found it easy to devise a 
satisfactory system. It is out of the question to 
allow the public to room through the registries 
and filing warehouses where government records 
are kept. Some index or catalogue has to be 
maintained and displayed, and to be a useful 
guide to the public it must be both accurate and 
informative. I doubt if most departmental indices 
and catalogues meet these desiderata, and I 
suspect that this has been the experience in 
countries like Australia and the US. We should 
almost certainly hove to spend far more than we 
now do on Ubrarianshlp in government depart- 
ments. Perhaps we should take advantage of the 
confluence of information Technology and Free- 
dom of Information to change the whole basis of 
government record keeping - with great benefit 
to future historians. 

But even jf this big technical problem could be 
solved, there is the difficult administrative issue 
of the Identification of those documents within an 
otherwise open file which should be protected - 
those for instance which contain both factual and 
advisory material. My own experience in govern- 
ment tells me how few documents fall neatly into 
one or other of these categories. And I know too 
how unsatisfactory it would be to the public 
reader to have access to a file from which all the 
subjective and evaluative material had been 
removed. It is small wonder that the right of 
access which (he public has been given in certain 
countries has been exercised mainly outside the 
area of public policy; the greatest demand has 
been for the disclosure to th? person concerned of 
his personal file - the documentation by govern- 
ment departments and local authorities of in- 
formation about the individual - the social 
security beneficiary, the applicant for public 
funds under some discretionary schome and so 
oh. ’ . • 

It. was these considerations which led me to 
argue in the Reith Lectures that the most 
cost-effective way of giving the public the policy 
documents it needed would be to station an 
expert and independent presence In government 
departments identifying for publication the im- 
portant policy material of a.factual and analytical 
kind, it is iny belief that the number of govern- 
ment documents (personal files apart) which have 
to lie published to ensure an open democracy is 
relatively small-' The great bulk of government 
ifocuments are really rather goring and hum- 
drum;; and it is not , surprising that most are

accessory to some illegal or unconstitutional an > 
or to some action which did violence to deeply 
held human values. In An Enemy of the People, ;

wider public interest. So did Daniel Ellsberg with j 
the Pentagon Papers.

We must be careful before we denounce such , 
people out of hand.

what is the 1984 version? With 
Guenevere played by Barbara Kelter- 
man and Lancelot (David Robb) look- 
ing like a Thirties matinee idol, the 
assumption must be that they did. John 
Barton's television adaptation of Mal- 
| oiy's last two books seems, in other 
respects, dose to Malory’s interpreta- 


tion. This is a struggle for power, I 
Lancelot a cabinet minister involved in 
some private scandal on which Mor- 
dred and his faction seize to overthrow 
the government. Lancelot's error, 
worse than a crime, is indiscretion. 

Barton himself plays Malory, de- 
livering Malory's sturdy prose in the 
only speaking part, while the scenes 
From the story are mimed by a cast of 
apparently mute actors. The idea, 
presumably, is to contrast the immedi- 
ate and harsh reality of Malory's 
imprisonment and the legendary past 
that beguiled him during his years in 
Newgate. 

To a large extent, it works. The 
vitality and charm of Malory’s prose 
are preserved, while the lack of natur- 
alism in the Arthurian scenes places 
them clearly in the realm of romance. 
This is particularly effective at the 
moment of Arthur’s transfer to the 
Vale of Avilion to be healed of his 
grievous wound: he fades into the 
mists of the lake under a rose-pink sky, 
surviving, in legend if not in fact "the 
once and future king". 

To a large extent, but not entirely. 
The balletic choreography of the battle 
scenes, the soldiers r surcoats apparent- 
ly inspired by the White King m Alice 
and the architecture (a kind oT roofless 
perpendicular), belong on the stage, 
not on a medium where fantasy is most 
effectively suggested by the manipula- 
tion of images. Despite its many 
virtues and a strong cast (including 
Jeremy Brett as the King and S it 
Anton Dolin giving his last perform- 
ance as the Archbishop), The Morte

Lou Stein's adaptation for the stage 
gives us two Orwells. The younger is 
an enthusiastic and naive ex-public 
schoolboy who treats his descent into 
Ihe lower depths as a bit of an 
adventure. The older is the more 
familiar figure - dark shirt and tie, 
tweed jacket with leather elbow patch- 
es - a lean, dispassionate man with a 
notebook, dressed in the uniform of 
the Thirties radical. 

We don’t need the older Orwell to 
make a faithful stage adaptation of the 
book which Orwell wrote when he was 
in his twenties. The convention of 
having the maturely cynical Orwell 
keeping an eye on tne proceedings is 
sometimes a bit unwieldy. Neverthe- 
less, Stein has recognized, rightly 1 
think, that thc book Ts the work or an 
underdeveloped talent. A lot of Ihe 
theorizing now seems like bosh. Yes, 
we still make work a "fetish" if we’ve 
sot it, but the notion that useless work 
like thc luxury restaurant and hotel 
trade Is created by the ruling classes to 
keep the mob at bay is discredited by 
today's events. 

In concentrating on the richness of 
character and anecdote in the book, 
wisely expunging Orwell's casual anti 
semitlsm and steering dear of a lot of 
the less well-baked philosophizing, this 
excellently lively production gives us 
I the best of Down and Out in Paris and 
London. There are same terrific per- 
formances, notably Michael Kilgarriff 
as the bedbug-chasing Russian head 
WHiter down on his luck and Ronan 
Wilmot as thc Irish tramp who doesn't 
dare steal a milk bottle. Often an 
actor’s paradise ‘(as this adaptation 
clearly is) can turn into an audience's 
nightmare, but this cast, even in the 
doubled and trebled roles, produces a 
seemingly endless succession of 
wonderful thumb-nail sketches with- 
out succumbing to the temptations of 
overcrop.

Tlte Indonesian show had possibly 
the most ancient tradition while the 
Australian Handspan company had 
none at all. They had attempted, 
inadequately, to borrow from several. 
Their adult show, Secrets, had one or 
two visual images that were excellent, 
derivative of Spain's superb La Claca 
company. But a few strong images in 
an hour and a half is not enough . and 
neither does the phrase "surreal col- 
lage” excuse incoherent tat. Streetwise, 
their offering to children, was 
similarly inexcusable. Professor Rod 
Burnett’s Punch and Judy, performed 
, in Covent Garden close to the place 
where Punch made his British debut, 
could have taught them a lot. 

Puppet Theatre 84 showed once 
again How much puppet activity there 
is. But while there are undoubtedly a 
lot of ideas and talented people among 
. the puppet fraternity there is no room 
for complacency; they have still to 
prove themselves if they hope to be 
taken entirely seriously. '

Thirty Tour artists or arts- related spe- 
cialists from 12 countries assembled 
for four days recently at the Banff 
Centre in Canada's Rocky Mountains 
to discuss ways in which the world's 
artists might play a bigger role in 
international decision-making and de- 
fence of the world's arts. 

Underlying all discussion was the 
issue of the arts in international com- 
munication, particularly support for 
the cultures and cultural integrity of 
developing nations in the face of superior 
communication technology possessed 
by developed nations. “Dnllasizatinn" 
became a conference band-wagon 
word. An important conclusion was 
the need for a cultural dimension to the 
Brandt Reports on aid and develop- 
ment. These reports have dealt with 
the political and economic strategics 
necessary to alleviate inequalities and 
I hostility between North and South. 
The omission of cultural considera- 
tions in, say, North-South aid prog- 
rammes often leads to the wrong kind 
of aid being offered In the wrong way 
at the wrong time. Hence the need for 
a third dimension to Brandt and hence, 
too, the emphasis given to developing 
nations among the Banff participants. 
Seven of tlic 12 nations related to 
the so-called third world - Brazil, 
India, Jamaica, Mexico, Papua-New 
Guinea, Sri Lanka and Zambia; four 
related to the first world - Australia, 
Canada, the United Kingdom and the 
United States; and one to the second 
world - Poland. If the choices seem 
unusual they are the result, in part, of 
outside consideration and influences; 
some who planned to attend could not 
get government permission and some 
were prevented by recent political 


changes at home. 

The conference was never intended 
to be a large affair since its task was to 
review theories end plans for the real 
thing next year. In effect it planned or 
laid down guidelines for an Interna- 
tional Symposium on (he Arts to be 
held at Banff from April 6—12 1985. 
Invitations will be issued to more than 
200 artists from socialist and non- 
socialist countries, developed and de- 
veloping nations to consider the issues 
in much greater detail and establish a 
Framework for international action - 
such as scientists have developed over 
the last 30years through their Pugwash 
international conferences and corres- 
ponding national organizations. 

The Banff Centre is an extraordin- 
ary institution, having begun as a 
centre of continuing education serving 
what were then the rather remote 
populations of Alberta as well as 
visitors to the splendour of the Cana- 
dian Rockies. Today the scale is many 
times bigger and the emphasis on 
artistic standards and tbe artist’s role in 
society is much greater. The centre is 
dedicated to developing young artists 
of every kind; providing b resource for 
those established in their careers; 
spreading the influence of the arts at 
professional standard throughout 
Canadian life; and to exploring the 


international diversity of the arts. To 
do this, in a setting beneath huge 
tree-clad mountains. It has createan 
remarkable complex of studios, re- 
hearsal space, workshops, theatres, 
concert halls, galleries and conference 
facilities for year-round programmes 
little affected by winter snow or sum- 
mer heat. 

The recent initiative was taken to 


mark the centre's fiftieth anniversary 
and extend its international emphasis 
not only in future connexions but in 
immediate practice. Much of the pre- 
paratory research work and planning 
over the last 18 months wbs under- 
taken, for example, by the Research 
Department of tne Laban Centre for 
Movement and Dance in South Hast 
London. Apart from assembling lists 
of artists of every kind around the 
world, the Laban responsibilities in- 
cluded studies of the arts in relation to 
new technology, especially com- 
munication technology, and studies of 
the influence of the arts on individual 
life, on national life and on interna-, 
tional life with particular reference to 
the needs of developing nations. 

The Symposium next year will carry 
these initial studies to a point where a 
Brandt-style report can be considered 
on the cultural dimension of interna- 
tional relations, centred on the arts. 
The results are likely to be challenging 
because it was insisted that those 
invited should include craftsmen and 
young artists as well as individuals with 
international stature. Unesco, which 
sent a welcoming telegram to Banff, 
will have absetver status alongside 
other international cultural organiza- 
tions. But Unesco is an organization of 
governments; Banff aims to produce 
an organization of artists across cultu- 
ral and political boundaries dedicated 
to influence governments against wil- 
der actions which threaten tne world's 
imaginative resources. Potentially, an 
alliance of artists with scientists say, 
and ecologists and other environmen- 
talists appealing direct to the public 
might achieve an international under- 
standing where statesmen have failed.

Virtuoso violinist, conductor, teacher 
- Yehudi Menhuin is all three. The 
recent concert at the Barbican 
brought him together with foraier 
pupil 21-year-old Clare McFariane in 
the Mendelssohn Violin Concerto. 
Yehudi Menhuin has of course taken 
the solo part in this work on countless 
occasions, perhaps the most memor- 
able being the time when, during the 
Second World War, the Paris Opera 
House was opened for him to perform 
it in front of an enthusiastic, Marseil- 
laisc -singing audience. But this time it 
was his pupil's turn to step into the 
limelight. 

Technical virtuosity was to be ex- 
pected from this talented young violin- 
ist, winner of the BBC Young Musi- 
cian of the Year contest in 1980 and 
numerous other distinctions. Ms 
McFarlane’s wholehearted commit- 
ment to this popular concerto was a 
shade too serious at times, perhaps, for 
this dancing, dazzling work; her inter- 
pretation was evidently one of a young 
person who had received a musical 
education based on something wider 
than mere technical training. 

The Yehudi Menhuin School at 
Stoke d’Abemon is a monument to 
this remarkable man, who at 68 is still 
as active as ever in the cause of 
education. His most recent project is 
a student exchange venture in col- 
laboration with tbe Chinese govern- 


ment. The school, now in its twenty- 
first year, aims to foster exceptional 
talent by providing academic and in- 
strumental learning under one roof. It 
comprises about 50 pupils aged from 8 
to IB years, and there are 5 new places 
each year. Pupils arc admitted on the 
basis of musical potential rather than 
examination results, and, although the 
school is primarily concerned with 
musical achievement it is dedicated to 
the all-round artist rather than the 
narrow technician. To this end much 
emphasis is laid on participation in 
chamber music groups and ensembles, 
as important in the student's musical 
education as solo performance. Older 
pupils guide the younger ones, not 
only in their musical studies; shared 
responsibility extends to domestic mat- 
ters such as putting the younger chil- 
dren to bed and keeping the school 
donkey fed and watered. The Menhuin 
philosophy stresses the importance of 
the relationship between tne child and 
his or her teacher, but at the same time 
flexibility and adaptability to new 
ideas through exposure to different 
teachers ana teaching methods is also 


encouraged. 


The daily timetable is divided into 
three and a half hours music (including 
theory, composition, choral singing 
and ensemble work) and three and a 
half hours academic work. Practice is 
done in free evenings and in breaks. Q 
and A levels are staggered over five or 
six years to allow more time for 
performance in the last years. In 1983 
there were seven A level passes, 
though passes at O level (27) were in a 
greater range of subjects than at A 


level, where only music and history 
were offered. The school has an im- 
pressive list of new equipment, includ- 
ing a BBC Model B microcomputer 
and an Olivetti primer. 

A feature of tne school is the large 
number of concerts - over 120 a year - 
essential experience for budding 
soloists. Pupils are encouraged to 
perform in a variety of venues from old 
people's homes to concert halls, once 
again to stress sharing and making 
music rather than personal achieve- 
ment. Practice and rehearsal are as 
important as public performance, the 
emphasis being laid on the quality of 
the work and on developing an under- 
standing of the music of a particular 
composer. Competitions are regarded 
as essential training for all students, 
helping them to overcome the traumas 
of playing under difficult circum- 
stances, rather than as a means to 
winning personal triumphs. Neverthe- 
less, in 1983 four students gained 
major awards in international com- 
petitions, and the school received 13 
special and 10 university and conserva- 
toire awards. 

The teachers, (who include the cele- 
brated pianist, Louis Kentner, and the 
violinist Hans Keller), believe that 
only through self-directed learning and 
self-education will their pupils develop 
the musical and instrumental mastery 
to make a significant personal con- 
tribution to the world of music. 
Perhaps the specialist music school has 
more aims in common with main- 
stream educational thinking than are 
sometimes accredited to it.

Robert 
Daws as Blakely is excellent. Had tliis 
been a “real” Fifties piece you can 
imagine the part played by on un- 
shaven Dirk Bogarde. 

Mary Maddox sensibly avoids por- 
traying Ruth ns martyr. Instead she 
gives us a bitter, brittle creation, 
swearing like a trooper in a feigned cut 
glass accent, her jokes authentically 
biting and unfunny. However, Foxall 
tries to link tbe horrible events of 1955 
with today by use of a clumsy and 
unlikely fiction, a “flash forward” in 
which we see two women, one an ex 
prostitute, the other a released mur- 
deress trying to set up an authentic 
Fifties-style drinking club in the 
present day. Tbe shady businessman- 
crook who puts the beat on them Is the 


same one who ran Ruth Ellis 30 years 
previously. Only this time the women 
fight bade against corruption alter- 
nately referring to the memory of Ellis 
us Touchstone and jinx. 

Ruth Ellis' pathetic story of delu-' 
sions of grandeur, twisted love and 
rejection is in itself not enough to 
make a good play. Her historical 
position as last woman on the scaffold 
lends it little more than an eerie 
significance. Trying to make her story 
a model for Britain in tbe Fifties, with 
the blame landing on obsession with 
doss, unfair treatment of women and 
lack of regard for passion just doesn't 
ring true. More significantly repre-

Conjuror’s trick 


Letters to Alice on first reading. Jane 
Austen. By Fay Weldon. Michael 
Joseph/Ralnblrd £8.95. 

When I finished Letters to Alice , f bad 
an image, of Fay Weldon a? conjuror, 
whipping a cloth from a generously- 
ioden table and leaving the plates of 
food and glasses of wine mysteriously 
undisturbed. It came unbidden, and 
does not suffer too dose an interpreta- 
tion. Crudely, I think the doth repre- 
sents literary subsidiaries like college 
English departments, while the table 
stands for good novelists and the 
repast their works. The thought of her 
as a conjuror reflects the combination 
of fnteipretation. autobiography and 
fiction m these 127 elegantly-printed 
pages - comparable to producing a 
pack of cards, 12 silk scarves and a 
dove 1 out of one flat pocket. 

Alice Is a fictional niece,' who has 
just started acollege course in English 
literature and has written to her Aunt 
Fay remarking that she finds Jane 
Austen "boring, petty and irrelevant".

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I t Is evidently a particularly bnd day in the life 
of Adrian Mole when he confides to his 
diary: "My brain is hurting. I have had two 
pages of Macbeth to translate into English". 
As if in answer to Adrian Mole's unspoken prayer 
there comes, pat on Shakespeare’s birthday, 
Shakespeare Made Easy by Alan Durband 
(Hutchinson £1.95 each): four titles available 
now, two more in the pipeline and all offering a 
"hill modem translation" that makes Macbeth, 
Romeo and Juliet, Julius Caesar and the Merchant 
of Venice "accessible to everyone as they were 
when they were originally written". It is. we are to 
understand, a notable breakthrough: "At last - 
Macbeth in language everyone can understand: 
For the first lime, Shakespeare’s most powerful 
tragedy comes to life In a clear, modem version. 
Now you can grasp the magic, the murders and 
the madness of this famous story of kinship and 
revenge." 

. Clarity is lost in the breathless rush of promises: 
Mdacbtih coining to life for the first time ever or 
is this the first of the modern versions to bring it to 
life? One hopes at this stage that the goods are 
superior to the packaging, that the huckster's 
accents with their promise of instant satisfaction 
are no more true than they usually are to the 
commodity they advertise. If with Romeo and 
Juliet we can "instantly grasp the romance, the 
passion and the tragedy of the world's most 
famous love story", won't some depth of ro- 
mance, passion and tragedy have escaped in the 
Instant? If "at last Shakespeare really is made 
easy", isn't there going to be a price? In the 
market place waits the vast army of O and A level 
literature students and their teachers. This is the 
age of the New English Bible. Is it going to matter 
if (as will surely happen if this series catches on) 
Shakespeare follows the Authorized Version in 
beginning to slip out of sight? 

Alan Durband' sedition's place the original text 
on the left hand pages of the book and the 
''translation" on the right. This is handy. Adrian 
Mole gets his homework done more quickly and 
we can conveniently judge what use the exercise 
will have been to him. He is advised (or, rather, 
his teacher is advised - for this series is clearly 
Intended to be an answer to the teacher's prayer 
tdo) that he can read a modem version that is 
"dramatic and exciting to read on its own" and 
"then refer to and read the original to appreciate 
the subtlety of Shakespeare's language and 
poetry".

The "modern English version" runs so: 

Besides this Duncan has used his power so 
gently, he's been so incorruptible in bis great 
office, that his virtues will plead like angels, 
their tongues trumpeting the damnable horror 
of his murder. It would be as pitiful as if a 
new-born baby were exposed to a storm, or 
angels were subjected to a hurricane. Tears 
would blind the eye and drown the wind. 
The "modem English” version should, be true 
both to the nature of the original and to the living 
English that we speak and write now. This Is 
neither. It is an unreadable hybrid, inescapably 
dependent on the original but distorting it 
intolerably. No one ever spoke or thought in 
those accents and what "drama" or "excitement” 
can survive the absence of a living English? 
Equally, Mr Durband doesn’t seem to understand 
the poetry and thus misrepresents Shakespeare's 
meaning. You can't tack Shakespearean “subtle- 
ty*’ of "language and poetry" onto the Durband 
versions, most obviously when the versions are as 
wide of the mark as this one: Shakespeare's 
magnificent figure of Pity includes the implication 
of Innocent vulnerability and the inherent power 
of simple goodness and so (like Macbeth himself) 
we have the measure of the dreadful deed he 
contemplates. Durband's "it would be as pitiful as 
IT substitutes a feeble comparison bom which the 
terrible force, indeed the terrible meaning of the 
original Is lost. It is an act of sacrilege that 
Macbeth contemplates. "Deep damnation" tells 
us what that means; “damnable horror” evacu- 
ates the original of its religious meaning and 
reduces it to a journalistic clicM. It is neither 
Shakespeare nor "easy”. Imaginative truth dis-

appears under a paraphrase that is not just 
rhythmically inert and unidiomatic but fun- 
damentally inaccurate. 

On these terms a “language everyone can 
understand” is not worth having. It should be the 
business of English teachers to resist rather than 
promote such a language. For Shakespeare Made 
Easy systematically devalues the imagination, 
indeed denies its function in the growth of moral 
understanding. Democratizing the beautiful and 
ironic exchange between Duncan and Banquo as 
they stand before Macbeth's castle yield this: 
Duncan: This castle hath a pleasant seat; the 

air 

Nimbly and sweetly recommends itself 
Unto our gentle senses 
becomes 

The castle is pleasantly situated. 

The sweet and bracing air appeals to me. 
Banquo: This guest of summer. 

The temple-haunted martlet, does approve,

The scent must be attractive. In summertime, 
the swallows usually haunt our churches, but 
they’ve opted to build their houses here. 

As with the ‘Pity' speech the sanctity with 
which Shakespeare's language invests the scene is 
blown away in the ludicrous banality of the 
paraphrase. Instead of heaven’s breath it is the 
scents of the perfume counter that fill this 
pleasant seat. And the martlet isn't drawn by the 
odour of sanctity, he “opts” for a position as if, 
like Duncan himself, he has been leafing through 
the real estate brochures. "Situated", “bracing 
air" and “opted” cannot be innocently exchanged 
with their supposed Shakespearean equivalents; 
they are expressions into which modem usage 
intrudes wholly inappropriate associations. 
“Everyone can understand” it, no doubt, but they 
aren't understanding Shakespeare any more than 
they ere when Mr Durband translates Macbeth's 
“After life's fitful fever he sleeps well” with 
“After the ups and downs of life he sleeps 


soundly”. There are no “ups" in that “J * 
fever”. 

Tlie job Mr Durband tries to do, and of ^ ■ 
outcome his publishers are so sure, is impossible 
Again and again, one feels that he half recoaaa! ! 
as much. He is frequently trapped by the artifice 
or the metaphorical density of the original, to 
efforts to make the texts "come to life" 
lamed by the resistance of his material. AoUi 
and Juliet brings out all that is misconceived stow ; 
Shakespeare Made Easy. For instance,

“powers of communication" and “mutual happs- 1 
ness”. Rhythmically too, the modern version a j 
dead; nothing in it answers to the elation of the 
original.

The Crisis of the University, 

By Peter Scott.

Peter Scott read history at Oxford 
University and then went into journal- 
ism, rising rapidly to become the editor 
of 77ie Times Higher Education Sup- 
plement. a position which he has 
occupied for some years. This book is a 
reflection of both his early intellectual 
training and his more recent preoc- 
cupation with higher education policy. 
Unlike some journalists, who rapidly 
discard the subject of their university 
studies, Peter Scott has retained a 
commitment to his. He has taken space 
in his own newspaper lo write long and 
erudite profiles of eminent contempor- 
ary historinns and occasionally to re- 
flect on the nature of history itself and of 
intellectual movements within it. Be- 
hind the practising journalist there is 
an academic histnrinn trying to get out. 
In tlie first half of this book just that 
happens. In the second half the author 
returns lo something closer to his role 
as a serious specialist journalist reflect- 
ing on the contemporary problems and 
future development of 'British univer- 
sities. te the book, perhaps in the 
author loo, the two perspectives rest a 
little uneasily together. However, for 
anyone with an interest in the recent 
past, the troubled present and the 
uncertain future of higher education in 
this country this book is essential 
reading. It is both scholarly and ex- 
traordinarily well informed, (there are 
in fact few other people around who 
know more about British universities 
than Peter Scott). It is not an easy 
read in all parts; in spite of his long 


experience and expertise in journalism 
the prose style is sometimes dense and 
the argument complex. But as long us a 
touch of the turgid does not pul you off 
it is worth the effort. 

The starting point is that UK univer- 
sities had for nearly 20 years a 
framework within which lo operate 
and a set of goals, which they were 
striving to reach. This was provided by 
the Robbins Report. The abandon- 
ment of the Robbins principles has 
changed all that and tne universities 
are now uncertainly groping for n new 
definition of their role beyond the 
immediate preoccupation with the 
actuality and Further threats of public 
expenditure cuts and demographic de- 
cline. One of the answers, according to 
Scott, is to abandon the academicism 
and instrumentalism of the modern 
university and return to something 
closer to the older traditions of human- 
ism of the liberal university of the 
nineteenth and early twentieth centur- 
ies. His hope is that “the intellectual 
system may again place emphasis on 
meaning as oppossed to information, 
on process as opposed to product, on 
integration as opposed to accumula- 
tion In diagnosing the sickness of 
contemporary British universities he 
focuses first on the fracturing of know- 
ledge into self-contained disciplines 
overconcerned about their own identi- 
ties, and secondly on the inherent 
specialization of concentrating on 
technological relevance. 

So much for questions ol content. 
As far as questions of structure are 
concerned Peter Scott would prefer to 
abandon the current distinction be- 
tween the universities and 
polytechnics reflected in the binary 
policy, or at least lie would like to 


redraw the binary line so that ihc two 
types of institution are no longer 
differentiated in the wav they urc at 
present. He rightly suggests that the 
binary objectives of comprehensive- 
ness, relevance, accountability and 
social justice need to be accepted by 
the whole of higher education not just 
the public sector pan of it. Whether 
that requires messing about with admi- 
nistrative structures is, however, ques- 
tionable. The only thing that will 
achieve this is significant change in the 
values of those who work in our 
universities. 

Demographic factors are often 
undervalued by social scientists and 
others attempting to explain social 
change. In this case too Peter Scott 
might have placed more emphasis on 
the pressures that fulling birth rates of 
the (ate Sixties and Seventies arc likely 
to exert on the universities. For surviv- 
al at anything remotely resembling 
their current size will menu adapting to 
new and different kinds of students. 
They will have to choose between 
possible closure by a Tory Govern- 
ment bent on public expenditure cuts 
or reducing their entry requirements 
for 18-year-olds, thus moving away 
from providing education for a small 
academic elite or opening their doors 
to mature students, which will again 
invojve a different conception of what 
qualifies an individual for a place in 
one of our seats of learning. They will 
also be pushed into reconsidering the 
limited role they currently play in the 
provision of continuing education. At 
the risk of being accused of being 
unduly cynical about the universities 7 
capacity to adapt, it seems unlikely 
that any amount of technological 


change and the demand this creates for 
post-experience education would have 
tlie same effect in shifting the universi- 
ties’ conception of their role as will the 
substantial drop that they must antici- 
pate in their traditional clientele. 

In the second half of this book, 
which is more concerned with practical 
policy than history and philosophy, the 
author is not always clear whether he is 
talking about the universities or the 
higher education system ns a whole. 
Whereas the main focus, us the title 
suggests, is on the universities, from 
time to time he drifts into talking about 
the higher education system which, as 
he knows better than most, is certainly 
not synonmous with the universities. 
Just as the First hnlf of tlie book, 
concerned with the recent historical 
development of the universities, rests 
slightly uncomfortably with the second 
half, so within pnrl two of Ihc discus- 
sion about hnw policies may shape the 
values of the system tends to skim over 
the question of whether it is the system 
as a whole or the universities within it 
that is at stake. 

It is, however, all loo easy to carp 
about a failure to achieve perfect 
integration or to define precisely what 
is being discussed. Within this book all 
the major issues that face contempor- 
ary universities arc raised - perhaps 
indeed too many of them arc raised, 
which helps to account For its opaque 
quality in places. It deserves to be read 
and pondered over by those anxious to 
ensure that universities do not atrophy 
into marginal institutions with minimal 
impact on the world around. That 
perhaps is the greatest danger that 
faces them.

While The Age of Discovery deals in 
concepts and theories, Pizzarro and 
the Incas deals in history on the 
ground, and It’s no good trying to 
attain historical concepts if youhaven’t 
a fair Idea of the details of what was 
actually going on. 

Nicholas Tate devotes more than 
half his book to Inca history, which is 
quite a feat since they may have plated 
tneir buildings in gold, but the Incas 
never developed the art of writing. 
This emphasis on the conquered civi- 
lization, rather than the savage con- 
querors, Is the right one, but the 
contrast should be made by more than 
just implication. The pendulum here 
has swung too far away from ideas and 
too neat to narrative details; what is 
lost is a moral dimension which even 
younger children could cope with and 
which should undoubtedly be there.

When did you last hear Kathy Acker's 
name? Two months ago she was every- 
where: readings, discussions, even the 
anotheosis of a full-scale South Bank 
Stow profile. Her collection. Blood 
and Guts in High School, was selling at 
a rate that had Picador, her first British 
and her first major commercial pub- \ 
Usher, wondering why they'd worried I 
and delayed so much in the first place I 
or (depending on how you look at | 
these tnlngs) now to work such a hype 
again. Meteoric rise is an unfortunate I 
expression since meteors flare up and 
fall almost before you know they’re 
there. 

Henry Kissinger thought power was 
the strongest aphrodisiac. Scandal 
seems to be the b$ at press release. Last 
Tango in . Paris, Lady Chatterlev's 
Lover , the infamous Warnol 
documentary of fhe late 1960s, The 
Romans ,in Britain, all benefited 
(materially, if not in terms of compre- 
hension) from the moral censure level- 
led against them, usually sight-unseen. 

In the same way, the idea of Kathy 
Acker is a dangerous one. A punk 
novelist, an cx-sex show starlet, on tlie 
edges of Ihc New York drugs scene, 
viciously spoofing (this Is the Grundy 
view) Charles Dickens, making play 
with Pasolini's appalling murder, 
cashing In on a taste for violence and 
anarchy’, someone with n closer affinity 
for rock bands like New Order and 
rock's hangers-on like Sid Vicious and 
Nauseating Nancy Spungen than for 
any other writers, except perhaps 
notoriously dodgy types like Kerouac 
and William Burroughs. 

On the South Bank Show, Acker 
came across rather earnestly, middle 
class (and trying to fight it), middle 
brow (and trying to haul herself above 
it), ail the more strikingly ordinary for 
hercarefully and determinedly untiter- 
ary appearance. The deliberate pla- 
giarisms and stylistic effects of Blood 
and Guts In High School and the two 
Other texts in tne volume. Great Ex- 
pectations and Mv Life, My Death by 
Pier Paolo Pasolini constantly betray 
the thinking that lies behind them. Tlie 
punk inarticulacy and violence fail to 
mask or to blend with the graduate ■ 
school expcrimentalism tbat is already 
well out of date, 25 years if you date it 
from the Beats, 60 it you give Surreal- 
ism the credit. Monotonously repeated 
obscenity quickly becomes irritating. 
Un in flee tea sex and violence rapidly 
lose interest even as pornography; 
nihilism has a poor shelf life and 
Johnny Rotten, Sld’n’Nancy did it 
better anyway. 

The idea or pillaging Great Expecta- 
tions, or examining the mystery and 
ambiguity of Pasolini’s fate is an 
Interesting one. But the intention isn’t 
clear. If it is, after all, to shock and to 
kick down convention, then Acker is 
swinging at targets that are no longer 
there. Blood and Guts isn’t shocking 
enough; as satire, it's targetless, as 


sensibility, it’s too abstract, as fiction, 
it’s too drab. Shock value is the most 
inflatable of currencies and the quickest 
to crash.

Myers' and Hugmans booklets 
assume different audiences - the for- 
mer A level students and the latter 
young people of overage to below 
average ability between the ages of 
14 to 16 - but have a common the 
stimulus nature of their material. 

Danny Myers' booklet concerns it- 
self with the stimulus response ques- 
tions which have appeared increasing- 
ly in recent years on several A level 
sociology examination papers and in- 
variably possessing a compulsory sta- 
tus. Their aim has been to encourage 
insight and understanding rather than 
rote learning and thus, to make an 
impact on the way we teach. This 
booklet provides students with oppor- 
tunities to practise their sociological 
insights in response to a variety oftest 
questions, and judge their answers 
against the authors “framework" 
attempts and those of some students. 
For teachers who are seeking a ready- 
made bank of such questions then this 
booklet will prove useful, although the 
suggested answers need to be treated 
cautiously, as the author admits, since, 
badly handled, they may be seen by 
some students as encouraging the 
search for the “right” answers.

Stephanie Hawkins, in The World of 
Work , seeks to provide “an under- 
standing of the many different types of 
business organizations wliich exist in 
our mixed economy and an insight into 
the day-to-day activities of such an 
organisation”, and also to “help stu- 
dents acquire basic office skills'- 'Her 
book considers organizations in the 
public and private sectors, their rela- 
tionship to the economy, the environ- 
ment, to their consumers and their 
employees, the sources of their fi- 
nance. their internal structure, and 
concludes by outlining the work of the 
office, office equipment and safety, 
and how payments arc made. The 
material has been clearly organized 
and attractively presented with peril-, 
nent and effective illustrations of docu- 
ments, flow diagrams, and regular 
assignments for the students. The 
information is presented in a factual 
manner and concentrates on the for- 
mal aspects of business organizations - 
thus the day-to-day activities of the 
organization arc the official versions 
of such events and little attention is 

G aid to the informal organization. This 
owever is counter-balanced by the 
assignments which contain imaginative 
ideas and involve students in exploring 
themes in their local community. 

Mike Vincent, on the other hand, in 
his Introduction to Industrial Relations 
starts from the assumption that there 
are many different views on the sub- 
ject, and thus his book is essentially 
about ideas and attitudes. Students are 
encouraged to make up their own 
minds and even consider the views of 
the author as betrayed in the text. The 
book considers some of the major 
formative influences on industrial rela- 
tions - their history, legisaltion, poli- 
tical and media influences, new tech- 
nology, and so on - and students' 
understanding of this topic will be 
greatly enhanced by contextualising it 
ui this way. Each chapter begins with a 
list of objectives, continues with a text 
which is informative and which also 
contains illustrative extracts, diagrams 
and cartoon drawings, interspersed 
with regular assignments. A short list 
of recommended rending completes 
each chapter. Particularly interesting 
is the inclusion of material on women, 
work and trade unions, and the au- 
thor’s request to his readers to prove 
that the particular chapter was written ' 
by a man. In an otherwise thought- 
provking and informative text, with a 
comprehensive index, the chapter 
headings act as nebulous signposts. 
The chapter headed "What we need 
here is a ■ change of attitude”, for 
example, Is concerned with views on 
industrial relations as manifested 
through opinion polls andi party poli- 
tical ideology - *' Social and Political 
Attitudes" might have provided a 
clearer pointer to the material con- 
tained therein. Nevertheless, a book to 
be highly recommended.

Many important issues are addressed, 
and llieir range develops sensibly from 
the personal to the global, but the level 
of language difficulty remains formid- 
able (sample discussion topic in the 
Love, Marriage and Sex unit reads: 
“What levels of commitment should 
correspond to the levels of sexual 
contact? Why?”); nor can the overt 
religious perspective ever be ignored. 
The book would therefore nave li- 
mited uses despite claims for its value 
in social studies courses. 

Communicating with People is speci- 
fically related to the BEC General 
People and Communication module, 
although the publisher (perhaps with 
' an eye to possible developments under 
BTEC), stress its suitability for “re- 
lated courses in preparation for office 
and business life'*. The book contains 
15 “assignments" based on three Im- 
aginary companies and on students’ 
college experience and a "Notes and 
Guidance' 1 section which is cross- 
referenced so that, for example, when 
"making notes for a telephone call” 
(Assignment Twelve), students are 
encouraged to refer to “Telecom- 
munications'' (Notes, Section Nine).

For this alone, 
the books would earn their place in 
schools, where language diversity is 
increasingly being recognised as a 
positive resource brought by the pupils 
into the schools.

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One third of the Com- 
Aulavn monwealth is made up of 
countries in Africa. The 
Commonwealth Insti- 
tfl | tutc, encouraged by the 
Festival of India, is 
featuring an ambitious 
programme on Africa, starting on May 
1 and running into early 1985. The 
Commonwealth Caribbean countries 
will have their turn in 1986. 

According to the press briefing, this 
vast initiative aims *‘togive a modem 
portrayal of Africa". There has been 
an enormous amount of consultation 
with the African countries concerned. 
But who in those countries and what 
viewpoint theyhave remains to be seen 
as the programme unfolds. The Com- 
monwealth Institute is a publicly 
funded, statutory body and has no 
editorial control over the permanent 
exhibits of each country; the countries 
themselves pay for the exhibits. 

This venture has led to all the 
relevant African countries redoing 
their pavilions, unchanged in most 
cases since 1962. The contificnt has 
been divided into four regions so that 
now ihe shared culture, history and 
geography of each can be set into 
context, and each has a central theme 
that has an impact in that region. 

The section on the countries of 
Eastern Africa explores conservation 
and ecology in relation to develop- 
ment. Western Africa dwells on the 
masquerade, "a vivid traditional 
aspect of Africa, still considered re- 
levant today". For the Southern and 
Central region, water is the theme - its 
necessity and the effect of drought and 
its provision through traditional and 
modern technology. Finally, the 
Seychelles and Mauritius are related to 
mono-cropping: sugar and coconuts 
are the crops used to indicate how 
colonialism left a legacy of dependency 
on one crop for export, trapping 
countries in a dilemma of falling 
commodity prices and rising export 

The lead in to these displays is 
through an exhibition on Africa in 
History , which has been assembled by 
the Institute itself and richly resourced 
from collections in Africa and the UK, 
such as the Pitt Rivers Museum in

Oxford. It starts with a mock-up of an 
archaeological dig and is designed "to 
take the visitor on a journey in time 
from man’s (sic) earliest beginnings 
through his attempts to master his 
environment, his interaction with peo- 
ples from outside Africa, his struggle 
for independence and eventually, the 
development of peaceful interrelation 
via the Commonwealth of Nations”. 

It is difficult to evaluate the exhibi- 
tions in terms of what the young 
viewers will take away as their image of 
Africa. Certainly there will be exciting 
exhibits in store for those who enter 
the Hausa gateway, some of which 
have never before been accessible lo 


the public. There seems to be a 
determined effort that issues of inde- 
pendence within Africa and beyond 
should not be shown from an Imperial- 
ist viewpoint. 

The designers point out, with some 
justification, that it is extraordinarily 
difficult to find enduring resources 
from non-hierarchical societies in 
Southern and East Africa, and rather 
than merely making excuses, they are 
using graphics to fill in the gaps in 


information. They are planning to 
change some of tne exhibits over the 
year and panels can even be rewritten 
as new materials come lo light.

Such patterns do indeed contain 
interesting and valuable mathematics 
and to include them because they are 
good mathematics is valid, but to 
include them simply because they are 
Islamic is to trivialize (heir intrinsic 
value. 

The Insertion, too, of historical 
topics in order to satisfy the need to 
acknowledge other cultures requires 
some care since it can by implication be 
dismissive of existing societies which 
have somehow “lost* that excellence. 
There is unquestionably a strong case 
for the inclusion of the histoiy of 
mathematics within the senooi 
mathematics curriculum, and, if his- 
torical perspectives were a normal 
feature of the English school curricu- 
lum, then the call to internationalize 
this component would carry real con- 
viction. 

Unfortunately, such an element is 
rare and it is vital that such infusions to. 
the curriculum are not patronizing or 


condescending. There is a danger too, 
of course, of not equally invoking the 
Scottish, Welsh, Carribean, Afri- 
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can . . . contributions. 

The observance by pupils of a varie- 
ty of calendars and feast days is a 
positive motivator for inquiry into 
number patterns. (Why is There a pre- 
ponderance of requests for silver wed- 
ding anniversary records oh a 
TUesday7). 

A study of the structure of different 
number language has long been a 
valuable stimulus for place value dis- 
cussions. Ideomatic language usage 
can also be called upon to help In 


"interpretation" so that, for example, 
the confusion in meanings of 3 x 2 
(three times two) is clarified by the 
West African linguistic form of "2 in 
three places”. 

The reason for their introduction is 
vital, however, since the teacher’s 
motives colour and influence tho pre- 
sentation and attitudes which emerge, i 
Mathematical Value is not, however, 
the only reason for the inclusion or 
such topics and perhaps even more 
important is the opportunity to posi- 
tively teach sodal or general Informa- 
tion content. 

One of the most significant sent- 
ences offered in evidence to the Cock- 
croft committee is quoted in paragraph 
462 of the report, "Mathematics les- 
sons in secondary schools are very 
often not about anything". 

The evidence then goes on to com- 
pare the deliberate attempt by other 
subjects to provide pupils with general 
knowledge, and the equally evident* 
“purity" of mathematics lessons.' 
Gerdes, describing the assumptions 
and policies of the .

The ethics of the overt political 
nature of these ^sumptions would be 
questioned by many English teachers, 
undoubtedly, the questions on stocks 
and shares which were omnipresent in 
mathematics courses in 1950—1960* 
legitimized an activity of which very 
few pupils had any experience then or 
have had since. Indeed, the hath Riling 
problems of the 1930s could be consi- 
dered socially significant in that many 
pupils would not at that time have had 
such a facility in their homes. 

More generally acceptable examples 
given by Cerdas would be the use of 
mathematics to encourage tile accept- 
ance of vaccination ana literacy clas- 
ses: "A nurse at health post vaccin- 
ated 32 children yesterday. Today he 
vaccinated another 29. . 

“Yesterday there were 22 women in 
a literacy class. Today five more 
women came to the class. How many 
are there now?" 

The Secretary of State has indicated 
his desire that pupils are taught the 
economic foundations of a free society 


and (less politically) many teachers 
would encourage attempts to make 
children aware of smoking related 
afflictions, English tendencies to bron- 
chitis, sickle-cell anaemia, rickets or 
coronary heart disease. 

Many multicultural isis would also 
point to the urgent need to educate all 
pupils to live in a pluralist society. This 
demands a positive attempt to give 
pupils an insight into the nature, 


tures (including their own). The dis- 
cussion of eating patterns, designing 
rooms, costing activities and many of 
the practical questions which are a 
feature of English mathematics 
courses could be used to this end by 
comparing the different contents of 
shopping baskets or by considering 
different costings in different families, 
or even (in units of one days work for 
average pay?) in different countries. 

The recent developments of real- 
problcm-solving indicate ways in 
which everyday activities can be used 
in mathematics, but these must be real 
to the children’s experience and thus 
might be foreign to the teacher. Prob- 
lems too need deliberately to reflect 
varied cultures; Mr Smith, Mr Singh, 
Mr Kahn and even Mr Johannesen or 
Tom, Dick Harry could be Daljit, 
Winston, Samina, Sean, Rhys. 

It may not always be easy to disting- 
uish content included for this reason 
from content included on the pretext 
of “mulriculturalizing the mathema- 


tics" but the reforms of the “new 
mathematics" period provided clear 
evidence that the same content taught 
for different intentions often had diffe- 
rent results and situations intended to 
be exploratory and creative became 
examples of stereotyped algorithms 
(eg work on number bases and Venn 
diagrams). 

The dependence of much learning 
on language and visualization is sei. 
evident. Tnere is good evidence that 
different cultures emphasize different 
aspects and so make concepts easier or 
harder to develop. The effects on 
cognitive development of Bernstein's 
restricted codes on indigenous subcul- 
tures affect mathematics itself. 

There are problems related to logic- 
al connectives and hence the logic and 
argument which significantly affects 
mathematical learning. The existence 
or non-cxistence of distinctive words 
such as “numeral”, “dipt”, “number" 
helps or hinders the development of 
differentiated concepts. 

Problems also arise in the visualiza- 
tion and interpretation of diagrams, 
Many mathematical ideas are given 
shape and form by the models we 
create for ourselves, and these models 
arc drawn from culture-bound en- 
vironment. 

There has always been some conflict 
between the reading of written script 
from left to right and the different 
orientation of mathematics in which 
significant features often occur on the 
right (for example 231 cannot be read 
from the left while equally 0.231 
cannot be read from the right). Lan- 
guages which have a strong structural 
order may well influence the style of 
decoding information and the influ- 
ence of vertical scripts would make an> 
interesting inquiry. Some Asian chil- 
dren hola the writing implement in a 
distinctive manner and form their 
figures upwards reflecting the forma- 
tion of Asian script. This dynamic is 
likely to affect their imagery. 

Over-riding raostof these considera- 
tions, however, is the overwhelming 
influence of social and personality 


factors on learning, including 
mathematics. . 

In considering the academic attain- 
ment of different groups the reasons 
for the findings that West Indian girls 
arc generally superior to West Indian 
boys while Asian boys are usually 
found to be superior to Asian girls arc 
often associated with the significantly 
l different role that women have in the 
two cultures. One of the most impor- 
tant features of mathematics teaching 
is the social interaction which is taking 
place. The enormous effort and con- 
cern given to research in cognitive 
growth in mathematics has distracted 
attention from the way in which the 
social setting may determine the 
motivation and individual acceptabil- 
ity of the transaction. 

As it is currently taught, mathema- 
tics in schools demands concentration, 
self-discipline, accuracy, conforming 
to rules, quietness, tenacity, precise 
and sophisticated language. Could not 
mathematics be taught so as to encour- 
age creativity, group cohesiveness, 
intuition, expressiveness, ex- 
traversion? We often choose to teach 
mathematics in a manner which makes 
these characteristics disadvantageous 
in the mathematics classroom even 
though at later stages of mathematical 
education they may become valuable 
attributes. 

Mathematics in this way discrimin- 
ates towards certain personality traits 
and these are in turn often strongly 
culturally influenced. The authorita- 
rian, self-disciplined , group dependent 
and individuality supressed Muslim 
society thus creates attitudes sym- 
pathetic to mathematics teaching. The 
more restive exuberancy of Carribean 
pupils is less supportive to current 
approaches to mathematics learning. 
Thus the style of content can be 
important, since by the time an ex- 
trovert creative pupil could contribute 
positively to what we choose to do. we 
may well already have produced hur- 
dles which prevent that involvement. 

Equally influential is the mode of 
teaching. Until we have incorporated 


Evidence of achievement 

Low attainers and the NFER study of assessment techniques 
by Moria Lavery-Callaghan 


What ii being done today for (he low 
attained in mathematics, the bottom 
*10 per cent for whom CSE was never 
intended? Most of them can thjink and 
net mathematically yet this has often 
been unrecognized and unrecorded. 
The Cockcroft Committee reported 
that it was aware of an increasing 
number of schemes which set out. to 
provide evidence of achievement for 
this group of pupils. 

Since September, the NFER has 
been carrying out a national review of 
' existing schemes to update the in- 
formation supplied to the Cockcroft, 
committee. Tms review Is part of the 
NFER’s graduated test project, which 1 
is one of tnroo studies sponsored by the 
DBS in its post-Cockcroft research and 
development' programme. 

As a result of Inquiries made toj 
every l.e.a. arid examination board in) 
England and Wales, we now have 
details oF more than 50 mathematics 
assessment' schemes specifically de- 
signed for low-attaining 14 ana 15- 
year-olds, These schemes vacy a great 
deal in content (for example, some 
covor arithmetic only) , mode of assess- 
ment (written tests, projects, practical 
work) and size (single school, l.e.a. 
couglij-wlde such as RSA, City and 

I Nearly all award certificates, either 


officially (exam board, l.e.a.) or un- 
officially (single school). There is a. 
general tendency to avoid negative 
sounding grades: where grades are 
given, they usually begin with “salis- 
jactoiy’’ or ''good’’ and go on to 
'‘excellent" or similar. 


having a scheme Is one thing; Its 
suitability may well be another. 
According to the Cockcroft commit- 
tee, all pupils need to do mathematics 
in a practical way, discuss problems 
and find their own methods of work- 


effort has been put into making the 
tests as comprehensible as possible to 
the low attamer. 

But this often results In one of two 
traps: either the language is reduced to 
a minimum and all that Is left is 
traditional “sums”, or an attempt is 
made to put the algorithms in 
meaningful context with attendant 
reading problems. Only one or two 
schemes include alternatives of the 
type suggested by CockcrofE such as 
oral teats. 

Many of the schemes claim to have a 
“practical” bias. However, '’practicBr 
is. by and large, used synonymously 
with “contextual” , In other words, if a 
problem involves an everyday situa- 
tion (for example, tiling a wall, pricing 
ingredients), then it is said to be 
practical even though the solution has 
to be found by pen and paper calcula- 
tions. Certain schemes do encourage 
the pupils to solve the problem their 
own way, say by drawing a few tiles 
I and extrapolating; however, the num- 
ber of such schemes can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. 

Educators who do not favour the 
concrete approach offer a variety of 
reasons (“I/iere'd be chaos”; “How 
can you rive them all boxes of tiles, 
where’s the money coming from for 
equipment”; “I'd need a lab. .techni- 
cian ; “You only have to give geomet- 
ry sets to the O level class and they 
think they can talk - it would never 
work with this lot”); but few of those 
interviewed had ever tried it. Some 
said they’d like to see it. in action first 
and stressed- the need for INSET. 

Conversely, the few. teachers en- 
couraglngpraCtical work ore enthu- 
siastic (~rne pupils can see the rele- 
vance of It all’’; 'The value of practical 
work is discounted because it isn’t 
assessed, so Isn't thought Worthwhile”; 
“The pupils get on ana work , and come 


the different modes suggested by the 
Cockcroft report (paragraph 243) 
most lessons are predetermined 
teacher-dominated or depend upon 
individualized systems. Both impose 
constraints to enable the cognitive 
pattern to be pursued and involve little 
flexibility. The characteristic indi- 
vidual and often competitive working 
ambience must present problems for 
example, to some Aslans, whose cul- 
ture traditionally encourages coopera- 
tion rather than competition. 

Similarly, being right and wrong 
creates different problems in different 
cultures, belonging to a corporate 
group makes being wrong easior than 
when exposed as an individual. Hiese 
culture-related psychological factors 
are clearly related to more general 
personality issues, to introvert/ex- 
trovert comparisons and similar con- 
cerns and may well be evident in 
gender-related distinctions. 

Is mathematics in essence only avail- 
able to certain types of people? 1 do 
not believe so. it i£ pursuing right / 
wrong situations, the dominance of 
quiet, non-participatory activity with a 
minimum of discussion which gives 
that impression. If only certain perso- 
nality traits are encouraged, then 
perhaps being a mathematician and a 
teacher could be mutually exclusive 
■plienomenal (Though clearly there 
are some exceptions such os readers of 
this publication.) 

Multicultural mathematics is there- 
fore not essentially a content issue, it is 
concerned with the process of teaching 
mathematics and the nature of the 
transactions implied in learning 
mathematics. The debate about the 
mathematics curriculum is far too 
often dominated by syllabus argu- 
ments and a major effort is needed to 
realign it towards a Cockcroft style 
“bottom up” curriculum stimulated oy 
the real needs of individual pupils ana 
not just their cognitive processes.

“This kind of pupil can’t afford calcula- 
tors" to “Would you make a child With 
a limp practice nothing but walking” 
and “If all that comes between the 
problem and its solution is the aritme- 
tic, well that’s what machines are for’’. 

However, nearly all the schemes do 
acknowledge the calculator in some 
way; many have a separate test on 
calculator use, Borne (mainly the ex- 
amination boards) allow them on the 
problem paper. Others plan to intro- 
duce calculators in the near future, 
largely as a result of the Cockcroft 
report. 

.’One of the most interesting features 
to emerge so far concerns attitudes to 
Cockcroft. Nearly every scheme Is said 
to be influenced by the report and most 
of those who are not, are to be 
adapted. But apart from fleeting refer- 
ences to calculators, for “Cockcroft 
report” read “Foundation List”, which 
is interpreted as being the 'Ten Com- 
mandments’’ while the rest of the 
“Bible” is largely ignored. Why? Look 
at the Foundation list. Taken in isola- 
tion, it is featured in just about every 
syllabus, but the recommendations as 
to how it should be implemented are 
more revolutionary. 

. However, it raiut be borne in mind 
that many schemes appeared before 
the Cockcroft report; some anticipated 
its recommendations, some are now 
being revised or added to, in the light 
of the report. Several schemes are the

Classroom organization- 
does it add up?

The current emphasis on management 
skills for headteachers and senior staff 
is one which I welcome, hut it can lead 
one into delusions of grandeur where 
you feel like the chaiman of ICI but 
only have one telephone and a part- 
time secretary with which to run your 
empire. A short step into the clas- 
sroom will bring you back to reality; 
here is a organizational context of 
subtlety and complexity which is a 
never ending source of challenge and 
debate. 

Mathematics plays a key role in 
structuring this organization and, be- 
cause of tne nature of the subject, the 
answers it thruws up have an inevita- 
bility other areas of the curriculum 
tack. The primary classroom is a _place 
of great diversity and differentiation 
where a whole range of skills, ideas, 
content etc. arc being acquired at any 
one time; it is only in matnematics that 
there is a very precise hierarchical 
development which has been defined 
and generally agreed. 

There is, I believe, overwhelming 
evidence that in order to teach 
mathematics effectively we need ex- 
position by the teacher, practical activ- 
ity and the opportunity to verbalize by 
the pupil - wc know what should be 
happening; making it happen is 
another matter. 

If one tries to take an individualized 
approach or use schemes which lend 
themselves to that teaching style, the 
sheer practicality of carrying out 
weighing, classifying, using clock faces 
etc, becomes a barrier to learning. The 
third law of aerodynmaics is "As 
activity increases so order decreases” 
and so it is in the classroom - as the 
number of tasks we expect our children 
to undertake grows, all too often it is 
the very structured work required in 
mathematics that goes to the wall. 

In all subjects we need to know what 
children are achieving, but it is vital in 
mathematics to know the stage at 
which the child Is confident and com- 
petent. Oassroom organization must, 
therefore meet these needs while 
balancing the requirements of other 
curriculum areas. 

The need to group • 

1 have for some years now believed 
that the skillful and well-planned 
group work is the most effective way of 
coping with the problem. This In no 
way excludes individual and class 
teaching blit is does mean that the 
basic organisational unit is the group. 

In “The Glade” school the bulk of 
the mathematics teaching is carried out 
in ability groups. The group composi- 
tion Is decided by each class teacher 
using his/her knowledge of the pupils 
combined, in the case of older pupils, 
with standardized testing. There is. of 
course, great flexibility in the set-up 
nnd there Is always a need for some 
movement between groups. 

We have developed our own 
.mathematics teaching scheme based 
around Ginn Mathematics ; the Nuf- 
field Teachers' Resource Books and 
some SMP Card Boxes are used as 
back up materials. To give some Idea of 
how this works in practise here are two 
examples ot classroom organization. 
Reception Class 

Ouc reception class teacher starts the 
new term’s intake on a series of 
“Readiness Lessons” as one group and 
uses this time to observe children’s 
mathematical ability and make initial 
judgments as to future grouping. For 
ease of teaching these dozen or so 
pupils, she sometimes makes two 
mixed-ability groups - this depends on 
i the objective under discussion and 
degree of supervised activity involved. 
After this initial process, which may 
take up to a term and a half, the 
| children are placed in ability groups 
| and mathematically determined units 
form the basis for some of the general 
classwork, 

Very occasionally the teacher will 
.give a class lesson on a (heme or idea 
which can be followed up at different 
levelB or serve as reinforcement to 
some and an introduction to others. 
For example, a lesson on "tail 1 ’ and 
•'short”. 

At present there are three main 
groups in this class, two ability groups- 
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While the teacher Is worfclnq with a maths group the reat of tho class may be Involved In a 
number of activities, carefully set-up before the lesson starts 

working at different levels and one • ■ 

group, which is sometimes split into 
two , working on the readiness lessons. 

Some mathematical work is under- 
taken every day. 

While the teacher is working practi- 
cally and talking with a maths group 


the rest of the class may be Involved In 
a variety of activities, all of which have 
been carefully set-up before the lesson 
starts. 

This is essential because of the 
nature of the practical work under- 
taken In the structured teaching of 
mathematics and requires the most 
detailed planning. When it begins to 
work it makes for extremely effective 
teaching! 

Second Year junior Class 

Ibis class has four ability groups 
which work mainly on levels 3 and 4 of 
the Ginn Maths. The group structure is 
reviewed every half-term In the light of 
the scheme's assessment work and the 
teacher’s monitoring of progress. 

As in the reception class there will be 
times when a thematic approach is 
used with the whole class- for example 
on shapes and angles which is then 
followed up on an individual basis.Tbe 
SMP work cards are sometimes used 
for (his work or the teacher’s own ideas 
for art/craft or further mathematical 
development. 

This approach is also used to rede-

to a career in school teaching 


The Cockcroft Report (Mathematics, 
Counts, HMSO, 1982) draws attention; 
to the need for an adequate supply of, 
mathematics specialists in teaching. 

“There can be no doubt that the 1 
most important resource for good 
mathematics teaching is an adequate i 
supply of competent mathematics 
teacheis" (para 6l8). 

Mathematics has been recognized as 
a shortage subject for some time now. 
The 1977 Secondary Staffing Survey 
estimated a shortage of 3,000 suitably 
qualified teachers of mathematics, 
while the Cockcroft Report suggested 
that 5,000 mathematics teachers had a 
“nil" qualification in the subject and a 
further 4,1)00 had “week qua lifications. 

A recent TES article "(’‘English and 
maths graduates target unlikely to be 
met", TES, January 20) draws atten- 
tion to the fact that secondary schools 
alone will need to recruit 1,500 
mathematics specialists by 1995 If 
projected needs are to be mot. The 
view of the Advisory Committee on 
the Supply and Education of Teachers 
is that it is unlikely that these targets 
will be reached, and the committee is 
considering spedal measures designed 
to attract more recruits to mathematics 
teaching in the next few yean. 

in recent years, less than 10 per cent 
of graduates jn mathematical studies at 
universities in England and Wales 
have enrolled for PGCE courses: 
“This figure contrasts with the fact that 
in 1938 over 75 per cent of newly 
qualified graduates in mathematics 
entered the teaching profession. In 
1964 the proportion had decreased to 
30 per cent, by 1974 to 17 per cent." 
(Cockcroft Report, para 638) 

“Teaching is low paid and 
there is no job satisfaction” 

During the 1970s, local authorities, 
experienced considerable difficulty in 
filling mathematics posts in Inelr 
schools, with many vacancies attract- 
ing only q handful of applicants. There 
has obviously been an increasing de- 
mand for mathematicians to pursue, 
careers in industry, commerce and the • 
computing woridduring recent years, 
but there are also indications that an 
increasing proportion of mathematics 
undergraduates see teaching as an 
unattractive option for a variety of 
reasons. , 

Cockcroft refers to an AGCAS 
(Association of Graduate Careers 
Advisory Services) inquiry ; into 
reasons for the poor recruitment of 
mathematics graduates info teaching; 
("the principal factors ate pay: and 
prospects within the teaching profes-

Tne AGCAS survey suggested that 
an increase in both pay ana prospects 
would aid recruitment, and also stressed) 
that teaching was seen as a low states 
occupation with a poor image which 
needed to be improved. Cockcroft 
recommends that the Department of 
Education and Science and l.e.a| 
should work together in advising and 
informing final year undergraduates of 
the attractions of a caree r hi teaching.

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Calculators across the county

Picture the scene: within the context 
of a bustling Suffolk primary class- 
room, Katherine, Karen and Michelle 
(all seven) are busy constructing some 
mathematical work for themselves us- 
ing counters. They have taken out two 
handfuls and counted them - 70 in one 
pile, 56 in the other. Chatting quietly, 
they add the two numbers, then 
subtract the smaller one from the 
larger, recording all this on a piece of 
paper. 

They ask their teacher’s permission 
to help themselves to one of the 
calculators available on the resource 
“island” in the centre of their room to 
check these results. As they expect, 
the calculator confirms their accuracy 
and they put it back. They multiply 70 
X 56. Again the calculator confirms 
theirresiuti Then they.detfdeiQ divide 
70 by 56 or, as theyput it, share th'e-70 
. counters between 56 "people. - 

This time,' however, they come to 
the teacher in some puzzlement. “We 
think it’s one, remainder 14, but tbe 
calculator Bays we’re wrong r 
The calculator is showing 1.25. Af- 
ter repeating their calculation with the 
counters, with the calculator (and with 
tbe same result) the teacher asks, 
"Why do you think this is? Discussion 
begins, in the course of which one child 
remarks “You know what that looks 
like - it’s like one pound and twenty- 
five p." 

"Aha! says the teacher, taking his 
cue and seizing the money tray. After 
some work with the money, particular- 
ly with “lots” of 25p, the children 
observe that 25p is a quarter of £1 . At 
this point Katherine says “it's one and 
squatter, really, but you can’t cut the 
counters up."

P««s of paperr’ The children hurry 
off to count out 70 pieces of computer 
waste and quickly demonstrate the 
«w solution to their satisfaction. The 
rtpilator, initially in a passive role as

This is followed bv a 
phase of talking about “how" to use 
“ 1 ® ra j the merits of various games and 
activities, of growing enthusiasm for 
them as catalysts of meaningfol discus- 
sion, and as teaching aids in concept- 
formation. 

A few schools are beeinnlnK 
to move into a third stage of re- 
flection on what has been learned, 
together with implications for the 
curriculum. In particular, schools 
which have the confidence to make 
calculators freely available for sensible 
clHKroom use report that mathematic- 
al situations ana needs arise at the 
oddest moments and can be capitalized 
upon there and then. 

The presence of the calculator seems 
to give children the confidence to raise 
points and tackle problems that might 
otherwise have been lost. Although 
most schools have gone on to purchase 


forther machines, there is a strong 
recung that one per pupil is not a 
desirable target since it would inhibit 
the lively discussion which is seen as 
such a positive by-product of their pre- 
sence. Disastrous effects upon atti- 
tudes to computation have not been 
reported, though claims of gains in 
understanding are commonplace. 

All this is a far cry from the early 
days when children found extra “calcu- 
lator maths" grafted onto their "nor- 
mal maths work. Teachers have 
found that though there is an initial 
need for some direct teaching on use of 
“cl hardware, familiarization is rapid. 

Tim, seven and a half, found that 37 
and 74 totalled 111. Fascinated by this 
number, he took the calculator to add 
more 37s. Asked by his teacher why he 
had keyed in a constant of U3f he 
explained "that's tbree thirty-seYens - 
and it's just quicker, tt \ ■ r,". 

His manipulation of the keyboard 


and viewing of the display went on 
consistently as he wrote, delighted 
when he reached 1,110, then 2,220 and 

m ^ te a t ‘ me went U P to 

11,100, at each stage writing down the 

numbers and put Hna comments upon 
the relevance of particular results. He 
displayed confidence, satisfaction and 
a self-generated excitement. 

Compare this with copying down a 
sum", applying a role and putting 
down an answer, knowing that this 
process would have to be repeated 
many times. Experience has shown 
that however unambitious the Initial 
level of calculator use (games, check- 
ing results) the knowledge that they 
are there soon leads into far more 
demanding activities as well as allow- 
ing real data to be handled anti 
, investigated.

You have to do it to feel 
what is involved. 

This is so different from construction, 
where one is involved firstly in a 
(probably routine) calculation, and 
then a routine drawing. 

Once you (or your pupils) have the 
hang of that, we can make it more 
interesting - that is, more difficult. (I 
choose my words carefully. Somebody 
recently suggested to me that 
mathematics was always either too 
easy or too hard. Teachers are too 
often trying to make it too easy. The 
secret is to make it hard enough to be 
an interesting challenge, while remain- 
ing accessible.) 

Consider a dodecagon in which all 
12 sides are equal, but each alternate 
angle is twice one of the angles in- 
between. That is, if you like, the angles 
are alternately x, 2x . (it is strange now 
difficult it can sometimes be to explain 
a simple idea. It is like all those CSE 
questions that were rendered incom- 
prehensible by a felt need to be 
mathematically correct.) 

Again, you are to sketch this shape, 
not construct it. And if you have not 
realized it already, sketching involves a 
lot of trial and error. Unlike construc- 
tion, it is not necessary to get jt right 
first time, and:being a sketch It need 
hot anyway be absolutely correct.

I could neveT understand the fuss 
made about perimeter, or why it has 
been given the same status as area, as it 
has here. The fuss obscures the simple 
idea that in practice one measures 
round the edge of a shape and in theory 
one merely adds some lengths 
together. Tne equal status usually 
ensures that pupils confuse the two 
names and calculate one Instead of the 
other. 

Traditional so-called problems in- 
volve finding perimeters of shapes.

The second 
can be more restricted but is more 
difficult. In both cases the difficulties 
arise not so much from any complex 
mathematical content but from the 
organization involved. 


The idea of perpendicularity nor- 
mally receives scant treatment in any 
syllabus, and little use is made of It. 
Parallelism usually gets bogged down 
in parallelograms and angle prop- 
erties. One can, of course, superim- 
pose sets of parallel lines but this 
hardly sets any problems. Now sup- 
pose one looks at the possibilities for 
making sides of a hexagon parallel, 
and tries to find all the ways that it can 
be done.

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Mathematical modesty 


Barbara HUton suggests that arts graduates should be accredited 
with the skills they often disclaim 


The mathematically modest denies 
skill in this subject to such an extent 
that references to maths is flippant, 
shunned, even feared. An archetypical 
sufferer is an arts graduate, disclaim- 
jM matffematical or numerical skill, 
while competently holding down a 


while competently bolding down a 
professional Job. 

The syndrome in adults has been 
recognised in different forms. . For 
example: 

“Maths anxiety has 
been variously described 
as ‘sudden death' by 
Tobias .... and 'panic' 
by Buxton."' 

“This apparently wide- 
spread perception 

amongst adults of 
mathematics as a daunting 
subject pervaded a great 
deal of foe sample 
selection. pa 

“The feelings of guilt to 
which we referred earlier 
.. appear to be especially 
marked among those 
' , whose academic qualifica- 

tions were hi eh. 

“Numerical difficulties 
were not confined to those 
in unskilled work or of 
minimal education*. . . . 
a number of people in the 
sample are in occupations 
that would seem to re- 

S iire skill with figures. ,l4 
atever reason such re- 
sponse Is offered, is it a fair reflection 
of ineptitude? 

It Is likely our modest intellectual 
fulfils the usual mathematical require- 
ments of everyday life, .shoos around 
for {he best buy, most favourable 
credit terms, estimates the latest train 
nid) can be decently caught, orga- 
nic the contents of the deep-freeze to 
tfiow rotation, even gauges the risk of 
i»t doing so. 

All these act ivities - and many more

7 involve mathematical skills and 
judgments to be made. Why, then, 
are they discounted? Could it be that 
because acknowledgement is not given 
for competence in mathematics irithin 
professional, academic and subject 
areas, then mathematical skill is over- 
looked? 

I do not have in mind simply the 
direct use of arithmetic as, for exam- 
ple, in linguistics where the frequency 
of occurence of a certain word or 
phrase may need to be calculated in 
order to quantitatively describe a par- 
ticular style. I refer to foe understand- 
ing of maths implicit in the very use of 
language , in foe weighing of historical 
evidence, in the practice of design. 

How, for example, can foe time 
lapses and telescoping of experience in 
novels such as Virginia Woolfs Orlan- 
do be measured, savoured and en- 
joyed unless the reader comprehends a 
linear timescale and digressions from 
it, and so can measure foe intervals of 
.Orlando's life against those of the 
evolving historical background? 

Within the pages of her novel, 
Virginia Woolf explores the concept of 
time; an hour, for foe human spirit, 
may be stretched indefinitely or con- 
tracted to a mere instant, This is 
remarkable, worth pausing over, leads 
to splendid flights of the Imagination, 
only jf mathematical ideaB of unit value 
and linear scale are understood. I think 
it very likely our graduate in arts has a 
wide range of mathematical skills and 
is only shy of acknowledging them. 

How frequently does the historian 
pause to consider the process of seek- 
ing evidence, constructing an argu- 
ment and reaching a conclusion? Are 
there not skills being used of matching, 
sorting, using maps and diagrams, 
calculating elapsed time, using repre- 
sentational symbols, estimating prob- 
abilities, recognising symmetry (of 
ideas, perhaps), considering rates of 
change?

These essential mathematical ideas 
have been understood and practised, 
although they may not have been made 
explicit and accredited. The mathema- 
tical skills of design are more obvious 
to enumerate. Design Is a construction 
of order, often including autonomy 
and selection of visual elements for 
emphasis. Scrutiny of the mathematics 
of design will reveal repetition, pat- 
tern, symmetry, transformation, wave 
function and much which could be 
described as geometiy and analyred, 
appreciated and credited. 

in feet, the modesty seems ground- j 
less. In addition to displaying skills and 
qualities which may be ^artistic” our 
arts graduate holds and practises many 
mathematical skills. This modesty may 
not serve us weU. If it leads to myopic 
vision of potential, versatility and 
aptitude, then it may reinforce notions 
of limitations which do not exist. 

The need for arts graduates to 
appreciate the breadth oftheir training 
and their potential for development is 
jiut as great as for any other member 
of our society. And, of course, I am 
only using an arts graduate as an 
example of the type of person who 
denies mathematical skill. I believe 
this modesty is widespread. 

What can we do to resolve the 
dilemma? It is not additional teaching 




or learning of skills which is required: 
rather, an awareness that they are 
held. Over the last few years much 
work has been done on criterion - 
referenced accreditation schemes for 
16-19 year olds which, 1 believe, could 
serve adults well. 

As an example of how such a system 
works, let us look at the practical 
profile schemes, operated by the 
RSA*. Within these schemes, check- 
list* of skills fat present, communica- 
tion skills and numeracy) are set over 
the whole curriculum - not just 
nrnonymous subject areas - and stu- 
dents are given credit for those skills in 
which they can demonstrate compe- 
tence. This approach could be applied 
to any course at any level and will

... A. look at some particular skills 
dlustrates my point. For example: 

• Copying numerical information; 

• Sequencing Items, events; • j 

• Identifying and using appropriate 
calculations with whole numbers; 

• Locating objects/places using the 
point of compass; and 

• Handling time, using the 12h/24h 
systems ana a calendar. 

These skills (chosen from a list of 90 
or so) provide a tool for reviewing the 
whole curriculum, in a typical further" 
education course this would include 
general education and vocational sub- 
jeets, work experience and electives, j 
and opportunities for learning ana 
accrediting the skills may occur In any 
or all of tnc course components. 

Such a review could be carried out in 
degree-level courses in any subject 
area. The RSA scheme I have referred 
to requires documentation of skills, 


discussion of progress by teacher and 
student together and verification of 
achievement by the examining board. 
Hiis leads to a certificate which is a 
positive statement of skills demons- 
trated. 

Let us return to our modest arts 
graduate: English scholar, historian or ' 
designer. Through careful, perceptive ! 
exploration of the curriculum already . 
followed the graduate could be accre- 
dited with sldlls such as those fisted 
above - or more sophisticated ones, 
covering for example understanding of 
rates or change and geometry wmch 
may be inherent in intellectual argu- 
ment and constructions. 

This need not, I believe, detract 
from the aesthetic value of major 
subject area and just think of the 
increasing awareness, confidence and 
Practical, application of mathematical 
skills which would unfold. Let us give 
credit where credit’s due.

A reminder by Martin Wallis 


“Why can’t we do proper auras?*' 

So says the pupil, denied the chance 
of filling an hour peacefully rehearsing 
the same techniques. 

Whether It is our pupil or the 
teacher, irritated by such comments, 
who is more annoyed is debatable. The 
sad fact is that it is often easier for both 
the teacher and taught (or occupier 
and occupied?) to churn out routine 
arithmetic or routine calculations of a 
more complicated kind than to do 
some mathematical thinking. Of 
course it still happens, though the 
belief that such repetitive practice 
. alone will suffice to allow the process 
of learning to take place is no longer- 
hold, at least ndt In educational circles. 

It' will not‘b£ news to' many' that . 
mathematical investigations often start ‘ 
from a. seed, probably a simple idea, 
which germinates on the drive to- 
school and blossoms in the classroom, 
or so we hope. 

A Christmas cracker teaser such as 
u How many squares ore there on a 
chessboard?" typifies the approach. In 
order to solve the problem ft is neces- 
sary to decide on a method of attack, 
such as try It for a 1 x 1 board, a 2 x 2 
board, a 3 x 3 board, a 4 x 4 board and 
so on until the point is reached where 
you can generalize: 1, 5, 14, 30. ... ? 

The object is primarily to give the 
pupils conGdence to tackle problems, 
andlhe role of the teacher is to lead the 
pupils to think up their own line of 
approach, to encourage Iho flagging 
spirit and to extend the problem where 
necessary*. How many in a 100 x 100 


board? a n x n board? How many 
rectangles in a chessboard? 

Jhe role extends, of course, to 
fending off attacks on the brainchild 


fencing off attacks on tne brainenua 
Uke “This is boring" or “We always do 
questions about squares on cness- 
boords”, (incidentally, I suspect if I 
danced naked on the stock cupboard I 
would be told, “You always dance 


naked on the stock cupboard.**) 

It was with the background of “The 
Great Debate" that in 1976, a working 
party of teachers in Croydon set out to 
look at “Maths for tne Least-able 
School Leaver". (The title, 1 am 
aware, suggests that there was only 
one such person and was impossible to 
turn intdpn acronym; try pronouncing . 
MLASL, or worse, WPMLASL.) 

I am also aware that the findings of 
the working party were not new In 
1976, let alone now, but regular remin- 
ders do no harm.- 

Six years later, of course, the report 
of the Cockcroft Committee recom- 
mended, inter much aiia t that as well as 
teacher exposition and practice of 
routine skills, all maths courses should 
also contain provision for problem 
solving, practical work and investiga- 
tional work. ALL maths courses, note. 
As soon as you try something interest- 
i ing for the less-able, bom perhaps of 
the need to write a non-exam syllabus 
for non-exam kids, you find it is 
equally interesting, stimulating and 
exciting for the sort-of-able and jolly- 
able. 

Doubtless I am teaching you peda- 
i gogic grandmothers jo. suck eggs, but

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any child- who. leaves school thinking', 
that every question has an answer has 
‘missed the point, often because he or 
she has too rarely been allowed to 
work at open-ended problems. 

The teacher has three equally open- 
ended problems: 

First, how to find the ideas. There 
are books or pamphlets, such as Start- 


or the Leapfrog booklets, but the best 
ideas come from the teacher or the 
class Itself . A friend of mine keeps a list 
of rhymes (Metro/hetero, enema/de- 
nlffl a) and then writes songs round 
them. There is nothing wrong with that 
approach: keep a notebook of ideas 
and you never know when they might 
came in handy. (It helps if you have 
mathematical mind: who among us has 
ndt seen a pair of nfam Wheels and 
thought of a Venn diagram or checked 
a bus ticket number for primeness?) 

It is a good idea to listen out for 
classroom conversation: “We have the 
same birthday - that’s unusual”, “I 
wonder how many people could get 
info the room", ll How many bits of 

grass are there on the footbau pitch?" 

*5 Second, by their - very nature • 
i differeht classes respond differently to 
tite same starter. Bvery teacher haB 
found an idea tpat works well one year, 
but falls flat on Its face with a nominal- 



Third, most youngsters listen to 

their eiders, if not betters, and often 
receive the message that they need to 
learn the basics to get a job. To start to 
change the mathematical babits of a 
lifetime of a 14-year-old, or even an 
11-year-old, brought up on a diet of 
little but arithmetic and with such 
slogans ringing in the ears, will inevit- 
ably be an uphill struggle; we must 
start young. I am not denying the need 
for practice of these skills, I am 
suggesting that It should be allowed 
only its fair share. 

As anyone who has ever been in- 
volved in in-service training knows, it 
is at least tactful to Include an actual 


lesson-planning hint or two. however 
theoretical the content of the rest of 
the course, so if you are thinking of 
“doing volume” on Monday, 1 offer 
tbe following absolutely unoriginal 
ideas to go with the chessboard on 
Page One of your Ideas Notebook or 
“Syllabus"/ aa you will refer to it. 

Why are bottles or cans circular? 

Why are cartons usually not cubes? 

How many building bricks will fit 


into a given loop of string or elutic 
band? 

Buy a wine box out of capltath, 
empty it and see how much the bride 
will hold when taken out of the 
cardboard box. 

The moral of the story, if then b 
one. Is that by experimenting wte 
maths for the least-able, because day 
ore often the least cooperative tooiftt 
are all forced to be more inlereuig 
Everyone involved in the Croydon 
research found, if they did not bow 
already, that what is suitable for tbe 
least-able is suitable for everyone* 
use your arithmetic text boob b, 
practical experiments.

la line with its policy of partnership in 
validation, the Council for National 
Academic Awards (CNAA) granted 
the MSc in Mathematical Education at 
the Polytechnic of the South Bank 
unlimited approval in 1980. At the first 
' progress review visit which was com- 
pleted recently the CNAA went furth- 
er and agreed to delegate foil power to 
the polytechnic to amend the course,! 
subject to general guidelines. This is- 
believed to be the first course to be 
approved along such lines, certainly at 
the postgraduate level by the 
Mathematics, Statistics and Operational!

In the model 
where teachers are seen as purveyors 
of knowledge then problem solving 
hardly Hits.

However, each of these methods, 
once taught, tend to elicit Bn indi- 
vidualistic process from each child, 
who finds his own way to achieve the 
“correct” answer. Indeed , the Fletcher 
Maths series (for example) actively 
encourages children to search for per- 
sonal variations and the more up to 
date schemes are following suit.

The 
process is in fact quite simple, yet 
powerful, and is a hybrid of counting 
on and equal addition, although really 
a distinct method in its own right.

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The concept of mastery 

Robert McBride describes the SSCC Scheme of assessment 


SSCC Us a DES-fundcd study looking 
nt the feasibility of selling up gradu- 
ated assessment in maths for the' 
lowest attaining 40 per ccn I of pupils in. 
secondary schools. 

I have just returned from a school in 
Suffolk where more than 50 pupils 
have received Stage One certi cates (pre- 
sented by Howard King of COSSEC 
and Peter Rcyuoids, county maths 
adviser for Suffolk. Here were the 
lower achievers proudly queuing up to 
receive recognition while the rest of 
the fourth year applauded. There was 
no hint of cynicism by either pupils 
receiving the certificates or their peers 
though it must have been clear to all 
(hat inis was not an Oievel or a CSE. 
Whether this attitude persists remains 
to be seen, but so far so good. 

Assessment is something of a dirty 
word. Most examinations require writ- 
ten response, cover broad syllabuses, 
accept low pass marks and have their 
roots in courses designed for high 
attaining pupils. They encourage rote 
memorization by children and drill and 
practice as teaching methods. Indeed, 
the previous sentence minors the 
staple diet in maths classrooms end it 
seems that this is so because of the 
pervading Influence of assessment. 

The assessment being used by SSCC 
is breaking tills mould. It attempts to 
stimulate good teaching as described 
by the Cockcroft Report. 

The Cockcroft Foundation List pro- 
vides a list of topics which should form 
the greater part of courses for low 
achievers. It is not a long list when 
compared with many CSE syllabuses 
but the Idea is that pupils should 
understand rather than hava a poor 
grasp of a .wider syllabus. Some ex- 
isting CSE examinations can be passed 
with only 30 per cent of the marks. 
SSCC working with the Foundation 
list is assessing pupils on whai they 
know rather than on what they do not 
know. Il It .thriving for mastery with 
pass marks of 70 per cent. 

The concept of mastery knocks 
against the existing system of norm- 
referenced examinations which pro- 
duces a rank order of pupils judged 
against an imaginary norm. The top 60 
per cent or so of this rank order are 
allowed to pass public examinations 
while the bottom 40 per cent cannbt, 
no matter what they know. 

Criteria-rcferenced assessment can 
, be compared to the MOT test for cars.. 
They pees if they reach the standard 
and conceivably 100 per cent could 
pass. SSCC Is using criteria-referenced 
assessment sb that pupils can pass 
trrespdctWe of the performance of 
other candidates. • .

Practical tasks foil into two groups - 
single skill tests where pupils have to, 
say, measure distances in suitable units 
given an assortment of tape measures 
and rulers; and composite items where 
a single skill is used in context and a 
result is used to apply a different skill. 

It is intended that some pupils may 
be tested in a classroom while others 
are working normally. The single skill 
items have not caused many problems. 
The composite tests have proved more 
difficult in that teachers fee) the need 
to talk to pupils, one to one , in order to 
mark their answers adequately. Prob- 
lems soon arise if classes are large or if 
there are a number of disruptive 
pupils. Some maths departments nave 
special needs teachers in lessons in- 


Schools. Trial schools are not using the 
SA1P teaching materials but are two 
groups introducing graduated assess- 
ment as might be done in future. There 
are 10 schools in Suffolk and five in 
Rotherham each with different levels 
of enthusiasm, resources, staffing and 
facilities. 

Present fourth-year pupils in the 
pilot schools will be the first to 
complete the course, trial schools are 
working a year behind. This is a 
“practice” year for the trial schools 
who have used recaps, some ideas for 
[ teaching practical skill and have re- 
| ceived a course outline of the SMP 
course. This last item raises the issue of 
the relationship between assessment 
and teaching.

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teachers to express their individuality, 
their ideas ana to include work that is 
relevant to their pupils. At the outset it 
seems that trial schools are going to 
alter their courses to cater for the 
existing SMP assessment. 

In itself this calls for a good deal of 
adjustment by teachers at a time when 
morale is low and resources ore tight. 
It Is anticipated that in future yean 
schools will write their own assessment 
possibly using "model” 1 teats. Ques- 
tions could be made more relevant for 
pupils with say, a question on local 
train time-tables or a practical task 
which reflects a feature of regional life. 

Mathematics for low attainers is 
amongst the most barren of education- 
al areas. Some claim that it is best 
improved by direct in-service training 
of teachers. It is clear that this has a 
role to play: ft is equally dear that 
assessment will remain a component of 
our education system and a formative 
factor In the classroom. It is essential 
i therefore that it reflects and encour- 
ages good teaching practice and moti- 
vates pupils. The danger is that poor 
assessment will prevent Cockcroft - 
inspired . curriculum development 
being sustained. '

Of all the content of the Cockcroft 
report Mathematics Counts', one of 
ibe best known sections has become 
paragraph 243. This states that 
‘Mathematics teaching at all levels 
should include opportunities for: 
-exposition by tne teacher 
- discussion between the teacher and 
pupils and between pupils them- 
selves . 

-appropriate practical work 
-consolidation and practice of fun- 
damental skills and routines 
-problem solving including the ap- 
plication of mathematics to everyday 
situations 

-investigational work.” 

There Is a danger, however, that as a 
consequence of this familiarity the 
significance of the paragraph may be 
lost, a> teachers seek reassurance by 
deriding that each style of teaching 
Deluded actually takes place at some- 
time In their classroom. 

Concerned that this may be the case, 
i group of members of the Assocation 
gTeachers of Mathematics decided to 
consider the paragraph in detail, and 
to attempt to make it more accessible 
to teachers as a means of understand- 
ty better the nature of activity in their 
mathematics classrooms. 

The outcome of this consideration 
vns a fascinating journey of explora- 
tion for each member of the group, 
wttkh has been described in detail 
ctavfcere 2 .

fact that each person's conceptual struc- 
tures are different, and that conceptual 
structures are dynamic and not static. 

The dynamic nature of conceptual 
structures led the group to consider 
Identifying mental activity with each of 
the essential features of paragraph 
241. It became helpful to place verbs 
alongside the nouns, together with a 
scale to measure change, so that the 
following emerged: 

Fact - knowing - from sketchy to 
complete 

Skill - developing - from inept to 
proficient 

Conceptual structure - understanding 
- from confused to clear 
Process - developing - from rough to 
polished. 

The group considered geberal 
strategies to be about choosing the 
relevant facts, skills and conceptual 
structures needed to perform a par- 
ticular task, coupled with the need to 
order them. In addition generaliza- 
tion, explanation, proof, classifica- 
tion, representation and interpretation 
formed part of the overall notion of 
ways of developing and applying 
strategies. 

Cock r oft identified from research 
that attitudes to mathematics generally 


were poor, and many adults inter- 
viewed had seen mathematics as a set 
of tricks, as something to do by 
“proper” methods. If they had forgot- 
ten something they had learned at 
school, that was it. They Lacked the 
confidence to try to solve the problem 
somehow, believing it was not possible 
for them to solve it. As a result they 
were not even prepared to have a go. 

This, the group felt, seems to be 
saying that their mathematics is a set 
or blobs with very few links, with no 
stable structure as a result. Once links 
become weak they lack the strategies 
to rebuild them. One possible way 
forward would be to give much greater 
attention to problem-solving 
strategies in the mathematics class- 
room. . , 

So far, a soupposed study of para- 

S h 243 had in tact becofne a lengthy 
/sis of the implications of para- 
graph 241. However, the breaking 
down of a topic into the 241 elements 
provided scope for drafting a teaching 
outline which could then be compared 
with the teaching styles of paragraph 
243. For the first time tne group 
became aware of the different impacts 
that each of these styles could haVe. 

What emerged as a consequence of. 
this analysis was a model for the 
preparation of material for children, 
thus: *

Facts, skills, conceptual

. Modify or re-draft 
teaching progfamme 
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long has been used when other styles 
would have been more efficient; 

Discussion: far too little time seems 
to be devoted to this in mathematics 
classrooms. Verbalizing may actually 
help the learning process, providing an 
opportunity for pupils to “own" their 
knowledge, and it will help the think- 
ing process. The extent to which 
discussion is used depends upon the 
status that each teacher assigns to the 
activity; 

Practical work: this proved most 
difficult. Essentially it was felt that 
practical work related to a situation 
whereby materials were always avail- 
able and pupils felt free to use them, 
together with the freedom to create the 
necessary environment for progres- 
sine; 

Practice: too often repetitive exer- 
cises appear out of context, and the 
group totally rejected the notion that 
practice should ever be used out of 
context; 

Problem-solving and Investigations: 
these the group considered together, 
essentially because considerable com- 
ment has been made elsewhere about 
the difficulty of identifying the differ- 
ence between them. It was found most 
helpful to consider problem solving as 
a convergent activity and investigation 
as a divergent activity, though it was 
freely acknowledged that elements of 
problem solving appeared in the pro- 
cess of investigation and vice versa. 

To write a report of the work of the 
group in the traditional sense seemed 
inadequate ns a means of communicat- 
ing how much stemmed from the 
activities generated during the group's 
investigation. 

Instead what has emerged is an 
“activity book for teachers' , designed 
in such a way that it can be used by an 
individual or by a group of teacners 
working together. H not only sets out a 
wide range of activities which attempt 
to create situations similar to those of 
the group, but alsq suggests ways of 
looking again* at classroom organ iza- : 
tlon. pt marking and assessment, and 
at what really happens In a classroom, 
in the light of other findinra. 

The suggestions of activities are 
supported by detailed comments 
which stem from the work of the 
group. It is offered to all teachers of 
mathematics and especially to heads of 
department and tp those responsible 
for initial and In-service training, as a 



contribution to the fundamental need, 
identified by Cockcroft, • for all 
teachers of mathematics to engage in 
the process of review and development 
of mathematics learning and teaching.

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Over a century ago, Major General 
Stanley, during his confrontation with 
the Pirates of Penzance, boasted of his 
wide mathematical knowledge, and 
claimed that he was “teeming with a lot 
of news about the square on the 
hypotenuse". 

History, alas, does not record what 
that news was. Perhaps he had solved 
the mystery as to how Pythagoras had 
discovered the theorem that tne square 
on the hypotenuse of any right-angled 
triangle was equal in area to the sum of 
the areas of tne squares on the two 
other sides. 

In fact, historians of Greek 
mathematics are doubtful whether 
Pythagoras should be credited with the 
discovery of a theoretical proof of the 
theorem that bears his name, although 
it is believed that he invented a process 
for generating Pythagorean triads, 
(3,4,5), (5,12,13), (7 X.25) and so on, 
that are sets of integers giving the 
lengths of the sides of an infinite series 
of nght-angled triangles. 

A diagram in a Chinese manuscript 
assigned to circa 2000 bc appears to 
show that at that early date it was 
known that a ,(3,4.5) triangle was 
right-angled as 3 2 + 4* = 5 2 . About 500 
bc Pythagoras discovered many more 
sets of integers that satisfy the relation 
a + b =» <r,.artd this discovery is the 
genuine' Pythagoras- Theorem or 
Algorithm, viz. <T choose any odd num- 
ber, and square It; the resulting 
odd number can be expressed as the 
sum of two consecutive integers, which 
together with the original odd number 
form a “Pythagorean triad”. 

For example; choose 11 as the odd 
number, its square, 121 » 60 + 61;
